Cleveland, Ohio, Dec. 25. — James 
Corrlgan, 79 years old, who had a bit- 
ter financial struggle with John D. 
Rockefeller flftoori years ago, and who 
afterwards made millions In ore, coal, 
vessels, and furnace industries, dlcil 
here yesterday from the effects of an 
operation for appendicitis recently 
performed. 

Mr. Corrlgan was the loading mem- 
ber of the firm of Corrlgan, McKln- 
ney and Co., Iron ore and pig Iron 
dealers, and was vice-presidont of Ihree 
Pennsylvania furnace companies. 

Mr. Corrlgan bccatno IdentUled with 
tho petroleum Industrie's, building a 
l)lant. He sold out in 1SS3 to tlie 
Standard Oil Co., receiving tiiriHi 
thousand sliarcs of Standard ccrtill- 
cates. Ho then embarked in tho iron 
business with Frank Rockefeller, buy- 
ing !i mine on Lake Superior. Iln In- 
vested JliOO.OOO In a lleet of st(;anieni 
and other enterprises. Wlioii the hard 
limes of I lie early 90'h cai iio Corrlgan 
went to John bl. Rockefeller for ilii- 
ancial a-sslstaiu:e, obtaining loans, it 
Is said, aggregating $170,000. and gave 
his oil ecrtillcates'aa security, besides 
mortg.'iglng his vessel.';. Additional 
loans were made by .Tohn D. Rocke- 
feller to Corrlgan and to Franlc Rocke- 
feller.

MINERAL DISTRICT 
OF GREAT RICHNESS 



Estimate.d Production of Coeur 
d'Alene Country In Com- 
ing Year 



Spokane, Wash., Dec. 25. — Mines In 
the Coeur d'Alene district in northern 
Idaho, called "the millionaire factory." 
will produce 150,000 tons of lead this 
year, or 37 per cent, of the total out- 
put in the United States. In addition 
there wlil be 7,000,000 ounces of silver 
and several million dollars in copper, 
gold and zinc. The value of the out- 
put of metals In the district since A. 
J. Prltchard, a prospector, made the 
discovery of gold in 18S4, is placed at 
$190,000,000, apportioned as follows: 

Lead, ?121,G53,S50; .sliver, $55,820,- 
110; copper, $11,725,000; gold, $5,550,- 
000; zinc, $S-!5,000. 

Tho chief lead -silver mines In tho 
district are tho Bunker Hill and Sulli- 
van and the Hercules, on which tho 
dividends paid to date exceed by sev- 
eral million dollars tho amount Invest- 
ed in the development and equipment 
of all the properties. The Bunlcor Hill 
was discovered whdh a mule, owned by 
"Dutch Jake" Goetz. of Spokane, un- 
covered the cropplngs by kicking away 
the loose earth. It has paid more than 
$10,600,000 in 21 years, and carries 
$10,000,000 surplus. It is valued at 
$28,000,000. The Hercules has made 
millionaires of the IS men and women 
who own tho property jointly. Their 
combined wealth was less than $10,000 
In 1897. - 

Prominent geologists estimate that 
the ore extends to a depth of a mile, 
which means that tho deposits cannot 
be exhausted in 100 years. Tlio deep- 
est workings in tho di.strict, which Is 
33 by 20 miles and extends into west- 
ern Montana, are at 2,200 feet, and 
ihere is no .sign of diminished wi'dth 
or length of ore bodies or lessened 
value of the metallic contents of the 
ores. 

Thirty-five hundred miners are em- 
ployed "and tlie payroll amounts to 
$•1,500,000 a year. There are be- 
tween 800 and 000 minors working on 
prospects on properties In which thoy 
hold Interest. Some of these will be- 
come shippers In 1000.

MR. V'ERV'ILLE'S COMMENT 



VV. J, Bryan and Many Union 
Presidents Send iVlessages 
of Sympatliy 



Montreal, Dec. 25. — Alphonso Ver-' 
ville, M.P., president of the Dominion 
Trades and Labor congress, says tho 
sentences impoaed upon tlio officials 
of tho American Federation of Labor 
are very regrettable, but are the best 
thing that could happen the labor 
movement not only In the United States 
but also in Canada. 

"I do not believe tlie same thing 
could happen in Canada," ho said. 
"Not because our laws are not as 
stringent as tho American laws, but 
because of tiie judiciary's conception 
of equity, and especially because, our 
British sensq^ of fair play wouia.not 
permit such an extreme appliance of 
law." 

"American capital," he said, '"had 
decreed that Mr. Gompers and his 
companions shall go to jail, and It is 
my opinion that It will succeed sooiier 
or later In placing those labor chiefs 
behind the bars of prison cells; -' but 
when that happens It will be a sad^atid 
terrible day for the American people,, 
and one that may shake the American 
republic on Ita foundations." 

Mr. Bryan's Sympathy 

Washington, Doc. 25. — Wm. J. Bryan 
was chief among nearly two score of 
men, the majority of whom are lead-' 
ers In the labor ' movement of the 
country, who have sent messages {ex- 
pressive o? their oordlaJ sympathy 
with President' Gompers, Vice-Presi- 
dent Mitchell and Secretary Morrison, 
of tho Federation of Labor. 

Tho messages, which cnmo from 
every section of tho country, voiced 
tho sentiments of persons in almost 
every avenue of labor, and conveyed 
feelings of regret over the court's de- 
cision, extended moral and financial 
s-pport, and In some instances ex- 
pressed indignation. 

Mr. Bryan, in a telegram dated 
Pittsburg, Pa., addressed to Messrs. 
Gompers, Mitchell and Morrison, says: 
"Sorry to read decision. . You .i.did 
your- duty .In -testing law. -Glad/ ybii ■ 
are' taking appeal." , > 
Many Messages. 

Perhaps one of tho most unique 
among the messages sent to Mr. Gom- 
pers is that from .T. S. Parry, of Okla- 
liama City, who after expressing regret 
over tho decision, declares: "Stay with 
the baggage; right must prevail." 

AV. D. Mahon, president of tho 
Amalgamated Association of Street 
Railway Employees, says from De- 
troit: "You are clearly the victims 
of a judgo-niado law, which Is wholly 
unconstitutional. It should bo carried 
to the highest court, and contested to 
the bitter end, and we pledge you the^ 
united support of every member, ;oC 
our association to the end." 

The declaration is made by John' B.. 
Alpine, of tho United Association of 
Plumbers at Chicago, that the decision 
win bring organized labor closer' 'to- 
gether. On behalf of tho International 
Steam Fitters' Association, J. J; Sul- 
livan, of that association, expresses 
indignation at tho verdict and conveys 
symiiathy to tho defendants. S •

Tliere 
will be intermediate lacrosse, and one 
or two matches for tho Mlnto Cup, but 
■jasoball will bo tho predominating sport 
and if over a baseball magnate had a 
eliance to pull down a pile and put 
himself on easy street It Is ^ianagor 
Dickson. Tlio local manager is building 
up his team for 1909 and if he can 
give Vancouver fans the same article of 
ball that was handed out last season 
lie can count on record-breaking sup- 
port. Baseball has got a liold on the 
fnns of tills city and lacrosse men will 
find troublous times ahead In organiz- 
ing tlielr clubs, although it is our Ca- 
nadian pastime and should be the lead- 
ing sport. The few genotlemen of tho 
city who h.ive worked for years behind 
the lacrosse cliili met with little or no 
support from tho citizens. 'J'ho play- 
ers were not encouraged "ly the follow- 
ers of tho gtme and following their 
poor attempt to lift tho cnamplonshlp 
after the veterans retired In 1901, the 
local enthusiasts have turned their at- 
tention to linseball. It Is nuieh to bn 
regretted that the American sport 
should he given more encmiragement 
tiian our own national pastime, hut 
such Is the case, and lacrosse will un- 
doubtedly remain a dead issue till the 
time comes when the young men of tho 
city can place it on a. sound basis. 
When that Is done interest in the game 
may be revived.

They h.aVB gone on for many years un- 
der the guise of amateurs. When pro- 
fessionalism was advocated bv some 
partle.s, Ni'W "Westminster and "dirferent 
memliers uf tUo local club would not 
hear of It. They were satisfied to 
play along tlie same llne.s as in tho 
past. The result is that Vancouver i.s 
without a .strong senior lacrosse team, 
till' game is on the w'ane, while New 
Westinlnster has iiocuir.ukiled a Ininch 
of trophies .and Is in a fair way to 
pick up a few more dollars before they 
lose that piece of silverware known In 
the l.icroKse world as the MlntO Cup. 
Will Not Import Flayers 
The talk of bringing Kastcrn players 
to Hrltlsh Columbia can be taken with 
a grain of salt and then a little self/er 
sour. Local officials liave no more In- 
tention of Importing players than they 
have of challenging for the' world's' 
ciiamplonship. There Is not enough 
money in the game In Vancouver to 
offer ireluceinents to 'Eastern players. 
And llien .-igaiii. there are just as good 
pla>ers right here In Vancouver who 
could get out if they were oITereil a 
good price. .So It Is hard to see .lust 
wliy a club should pay for K.islern iiieii 
who are no belter tlian home 'irews 
who would work Just as iiard for the 
money. 

ICvery encouragement must be given 
the Intermediate clubs of the Province 
next season. Here in \'ancouver there 
are half a dozen teams and ii strong 
league can be organised. .Senior la- 
crosse must take care of Itself next 
year, but every attention must be paid 
to the Intermediates In tin- ho|)e tliat 
phiyi'rs for the "senior team In the fol- 
lowing .year may he developed. 

It is a little too early to say what 
win be done In the British Columbia 
l..icros8e Association. Victoria luav 
liave a good team, but it Is doulnfu'l 
if there Is material In the Ciiiltal cap- 
able of defeating New Westminster. It 
is all right to stick with the game, "lut 
the men who are supporting you want 
to see tlie championship move from 
New Westminster once In a while.

Tv.'O Remarkable Voyages Made 
Bleriot the Aeroplanist. 

Mr. Farm.an, the llrst aeroplanist to 
travel from one town to another 
through the air, has already a rival, 
Al. Blerhit. Tlie latter, in his mono- 
plane. Hew IGVi miles, but with tu'o 
halts. 

Mr. I'-arman's remarkable flight be- 
gan from the parade ground some way 
outside Chalons and ended outside 
Rhclms, the distance covered, wUliout 
a stop of any kind, being seventeen 
miles. It was the fi.rst trip of its 
kind ever attempted. Describing his 
improaslona In the Matin, Mr. Farnian 
says: — ' 

"At first I was a little nervous, and 
not unnaturally. 'What shall I do?' I 
said to myself, alter a few minutua of 
solitude in the ailr,* when I come to 
those tall poplars over there,' and 
while I spoke the poplars grew larger 
to my eyes with surprising speed.

"Tliose 90-£oot poplars! Was I to 
pass them on tho right or tho left'.' 
But I- found myself close upon them. 
I raised the elevating apparatus, and 
tho machine rose' higher and panriod 
above the trees. 1 was encouraged, 
but not for long. For now I had the 
windmill at Moiirraelon iiiid the village 
it.self to pass. 'Bahl' I thought, I can 
only (He once.' So I swept on abovi; 
the mill, the vlllagi\ and the railway. 

"That was tlie critical point of the 
voyage. 1 was watcliln.g the wind, 
the v.-iiul which blows hard above; t.all 
tie;'S, which lifts you skyward when 
you are above roads or Hat land, v3ie 
wind which is always treacherous. 
"When we kiune th- i^xact effect of 
aerial currents aeroidaiie j<ejrney.s will 
be child's play. 

"During my lll.ght I tasted the 
greatest joy of Hying above my follow 
while till! peasants ran about in groups 
below and from all sides people, look- 
ing very small, gathered together to 
watch. i s.aw the smoking vomiting 
trains on their rigid metals, and tlm 
motor cars tra\'elliiiK under clouds of 
dust. And I was in the pure air, 
kissed by a gentle breeze, while tlie 
sunshine llluminatctl my undisturbed 
wa.\'." 

Mr. i'^armaii told a correspondent 
that lie believed lie could liave llowii 
right over the city of Hhelms, ijut 
though it more jirudent to descend at 
the prearranged spot outside the own

I" tho old (Jhlnese days there was 
practically no attempt to bring to tho 
savages the benefits of civilization. 
All along their boundary, — that is, at 
the foot of the high hills, — the savages 
and the Chineso carried on a constant 
guerilla warfare. Whenever tho Chi- 
nese got a cliunce they killed tho sav- 
ages, and whenever the savages got an 
opportunity they killed and belieaded 
till' Chinese. They decorated their huts 
with the.'i ; sluillii. Scores of skulls 
lia\'e been seen ornamenting the hut 
of a s;ivage; and the more trophies In 
the sb;ipo of skulls that a .-iavage' 
could show, the decjier the respect In 
\',iileh he was held by his fellows. It 
i.s s.'iid tli;it a young savage was not 
.-illoued to marry until he could dec- 
orate his Imt for his bride with a cer- 
tain number of human heads. 

They ^vere usually on the w:ir path, 
but not alwajs. Soinetlmes tlirougb 
.■^heer necessity they had lo make :i 
peace. Away In the mountain fast- 
nesses I hey had most of the necessi- 
ties of life. They cultivated tho hill- 
sides with millet, sweet potatoes, to- 
laicco, etc. They were snrroumleii 
with deer, wild pig, goals and game ol 
all sorts. IJut one thing they lacked. 
— one thing without which they could 
not live — and that was salt, in order 
lo secure a supply of salt, they wore 
forced at limes lo conclude a peace 
with one or more of tlio Chinese vil- 
lages at the base of the mountains. 

The method by which an armistice 
v/a;: con.^iimiiiated, as told lo me by 
.■some of the i^lilnesc; who iKid taken 
part in It, was somewhat as follows: 
'i'he savages .■iro in need of salt, gun- 
powder, cloth, etc. Under cover of 
darkness they approach the outsklrt.s 
of a Chinese village, and set up a 
.'doni! abimt tlireo feet high and one 
brorul. The Chinese see the stone and 
at oi!;.-e recognize it as .-i signal from 
the savages' that tlii-y desire a truce. 
-■After a time the Chineso villagers ar- 
I'aiigu themselves about two hundred 
yards on the one side of the stone, and 
tho savages gather together about two 
liundrcd yards distant on the other 
side of tho stone. Both sides send for- 
ward rtiprosontatlvcS who hold or long 
palaver over the top of the stone. At 
the close of tho. colloquy the Chinese 
invariably Invite the savages Into their 
vlllngo, where for several days they 
cc'lebrato and seal the. peace In u 
drunken debauch. 

This temporary peace may last for 
two, three or perhnp."! as long as si's 
months on end. "Whilst tho .stone of 
pence remains standing the savages 
como freely into tho (-lilneso villages, 
.•ind Iho Chinese go with comparative 
safety into the villages of the savages. 
During such an ariiiistico I myself 
hav.^ been In some of tho savago vil- 
lages, and out of the same wickor-llkc 
bowl have eaten millet witli the liead- 
man of the village. Whilst this peace 
lasts the savages bring down out of 
the hills all sorts of things which the 
lUiinamen prize, such as tho skins of 
deer, bear ami leopards. But the most 
\-nluabIe articles which they bring 
down for sale are deer's horns nnd 
bear's gall. A pair of young horns 
with the hairy skin still on them, the 
(Milnnman can sell for Y-10 to YfiO. 
They are used for medicine. But an 
article even more valuable than the 
j'oung licu'ii.'i of tho deer is the benr'.i 
ijall. This also tlie Chinaman uses as 
a niodicino, and one gall is valued at 
about Y'.IO. 

The savage;; bring those and other 
things down from their high moun- 
lalns and barter them to the Clilne'--o 
for salt, gunpowder, guns, knives and 
cloth. A C^hlnaman is always ready 
lo earn an "honest" penny, though he 
knows perfeclly well that that same 
gunpowder, and those same guns and 
knives, may ere long be used for skull- 
decorating purposes. Tho bartering 
goes on merrily with mutual advan- 
tage. 

After a few months of this, and a 
good supply of salt has been stored, it 
may be that some savago has had a 
specially good opportunity to secure a 
.skull, or It may bo that a young sav- 
ago Is anxious to g^t mnrrled but does 
not yet possess tho re>iuIsIto number

— Japan- 
cao oHioialdom, tho petty tyranny of 
the minor otllclals is making things 
unpleasant 'or the native in Formosa. 

It is extremely interesting, amusing, 
sometimes a little ln'lta>:lng, and per.', 
haps even a little, saddening to live in 
Formosa at the present time. Interest- 
ing, because here wo can see tho grad- 
ual blending of two classes of Asiatics 
and the muLliO'.is which the ono class 
employs to rule and superimpose 
their ideas upon tlio other. A tailor 
for example, has u foot rule which 
an Englishman presented to him at 
least twenty years ago. A police- 
man come along, happens to looli in- 
to the tailor's shop spies tho offending 
I'orolgn-looking .stick with which the 
tailor measures his cloth. "What kind 
of a meiisuring-rod Is that?" he asks 
the tailor. "Oh. it is an English one; 
Mr. So-and-so gave it to mo many 
years ago." "How dare wou use an 
English measuring-rod here in Jap- 
an?" He slaps the tailor with the 
fool-rule, and as he breaks it across 
his knee angrily swears that For- 
nio.sa Is not Fiigiandl 

A little I'urllier on tho iiolicoman 
.-^ee.-i a mail weisiiiajj eliareoal and 
lirewood. "Wliat kind of a .steelyard 
ii) tiiat you are usint;?" "Why, it is 
tlie Ju.'it steelyard oC China which we 
have always used." "China! it is 
not a Japanese one! For using that 
steelyard pou arc liable to bo Im- 
prisoned or heavily lined." He seizes 
It, lays one end on a stone, then 
Jumps on it till it is broken In two; 
and orders the man to go and buy a 
.Japanese one. The man tlianks his 
.stars ho Is not kicked. At Uie next 
-shop the Chinaman'.'! bu.shed (rice) 
measure Is smashed for the .same rea- 
son; and he i.s eommaiuled to pur- 
chase a rice measure of tho country 
to which lie UelonKS. 

A detective enters an apothecary's 
shop for the sale of Western mcdl- 
cinij.-:. Like a red rag to a bull, so 
arc l!-.c i.potliocary's innocent-look- 
ing measure glasses, scales, and bot- 
tles—all bearing tho stamp of a llrst- 
class English maker. He smashes 
them to atoms (are not they Eng- 
lish?) and not infrequently breaks and 
pours out whole bottles of valuable 
medicine which has never been even 
ojienod, and that because tliero is 
some jot of tittle of a Haw in the 
label on tho bottle. 

Of courso it 1.-5 only right that Jap- 
.anese suljjccts should use Japanese 
weights and measures; but it Is most 
interesting to see liow feverishly 
anxious the authorities are to super- 
impose their new metliods upon tho 
ancient Chinese, and how fast (or 
how,slo\v!) the Chinese are to adopt 
tlien'i. The Chinaman knows It is a 
mailer of yen to the Government; 
for one Japanese has brought the 
monopoly of the steelyard. trade, an- 
other tho sale of tho rice bushel 
measures; and finally that all those 
articles liave a heavy lax upon lliem. 

Tho process of Japanning the Chin- 
ese Is not without its "amiisliiii" fea- 
tures. Sometimes ono cannot help 
secretly indulging in a broad smile 
at freiiucnt instances of grandmother- 
ly legislation. In a town not many 
miles from hiTO the policeman Roes 
round all tlie hnusea and walcens up 
tlie liahitans .-it 5 a.m., ordering them 
to li'.'jjin work in their lields or shops. 
Talk about a daylight saving bill! 
Why those policeman months ago ap,- 
plied the provisions of that bill to the 
people under their care! 

.Some years ago the Japanese au- 
tliuritics, hoping to exterminate plague 
)>y exterminating rats, resolved to 
;;lvo a present of five sen for every 
rat dead or alive. Some Chinese 
tliereupon made quite a comfortable 
livelihood by Ijroading rats. By-and- 
bye tlie aiuhorllles turned the tables 
on honest John by demanding from 
him three rats very month, and 
fining him live sen for every rat he 
did not produce. Truly Asiatics know 
best how to rule Asiatics. 

It is to be confessed, however, 
that this superimposing of Japanese 
methods sometime., causes a little 
Irritation. A merchant gets a con- 
signment of goods from a most re- 
spectable flrrn_ in say Shanghai or 
Hongkong. Mho consignee shows his 
Invoice at the Customs olllee to a 
ma.'is of goUl i)raid cneirck'd by a 
lielt to which is attached a toy sword. 
The Ijraid may condescend to loolt at 
tlie invoice; but no matter by whom 
the Invoico is issued the boxes of 
goods havo got to be opened. E\'ery 
reel of cotton has got to ho weighed, 
every bar of Sunlight soap has got 
to bo countctl, every packet of note- 
paper must bo examined; and samples 
of everything retained for the use or 
otherwise of the Custom ofliclals. Tlie 
Japanese Customs believe no invoice. 
They act on the understanding all 
men aro liars. It Is sometimes (to 
put It mildly) irritating. But after 
a few hours or days of wolgliing and 
counting, the Customs may gain an 
extra ten sen liere and there. Of 
courso that Is always .something and 
helps to justify the empIoynieiU of 
such an enormous staff of gold liralded 
and belted ofliclals. 

Tlii-Te Is .'L sad side also to the 
whole process. Of late years rinder- 
pest, or some such plague, has des- 
troyed many cattle. At tlu^ la-esent 
time is .some districts it is very severe. 
Tlie authorities show remarkable zeal 
In seekiny to •extirpate the jiest. One 
would thing that is some pliices tin ir 
only hope'>of cxterminiitlng iiie e,itti(! 
disease was to exterminate the cattle. 
Whole herds of healthy cattle have 
thus come> under the hammer of (not 
the auctioneer but) the executioner, 
because perhaps one bullock among 
them, or more often because one In 
tho neighborhood, had shown signs of 
lilague. And then some poor China- 
man sits by the ro,'idsid(! and weeiis 
because his wliole eartlily fortune has 
lieen sweijl away Iiy half a do/.en 
blow.s froui tlie Imlloek cx-c^entifuiiT. 
The oxocutlonoer thereuiion turns hl.s 
weapon on tiin Chinanian, whose 
weeping therefore Increases. 



LOWDON LIBEL SUITS 



Judge Brings Action Against Several 
Periodicals for Criticism 



I^ondon, Dee. 25.— .Sir Ralph Littler, 
ICC, cliairniaii of the M liidieiH-x 
County .Sessions, and a bencher of the 
i\Ilddlc Temple, has instructed Messrs. 
Lewis & Lewis lo commence actions 
against Ihe ])roi)rletors of Reynold's 
AN'eekly News])aper and the jiroin-letors 
of Vanity Fair for alleged lllicls jiub- 
llshed In tlioso pajiers u))on him with 
reference to tlie seiilencps passed by 
him at the Middlesex County ses- 
sions. In tho House of Commons John 
AVard and W. Thoriie (labor members) 
asked the Mome Secretary wla^tber 
ho had eomiileled his inquiry Into the 
sentences passed by Sir Ralph Littler 
ut the Middlesex sessions ou two la-

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borers for stealing apples to the value 
of a shilling and three penny eggs. 

Qladstbno, replied r ''I found on 
.inquiry that Sip Ralph Littler had' al- 
ready decided to reduce . tho sentence 
of' three ;i;ears' pendl servitude to ono 
of ' elghtee'ti months' hard labor, and 
that his decision has been communi- 
cated to the prisoner on September 
25 last. This man had three pre- 
vious convictions of felony, for which 
ho had received sentencos of six wcoka' 
hard lulxjr, twelve months under tlic 
Borstal system, and llfteon months' 
hard labor. Having regard, how- 
ever, to tho nature of liis present of- 
fence, I propose to communicate with 
.Sir R. Littler with a view to a fur- 
ther reduction of the sentence. 

"In the otlier ciise the prisoner had 
no fewer than nineteen iirevlous con- 
victions, Includini,' live of felony, and 
during tlio last ten years he lias serv- 
ed eleven terms of imprisonment, 
ranging from fourteen days to three 
month.s. fie gave notice of appeal 
against his iireseiit sentence, but 
aliandoned it. In view of tho crimin- 
al record of this man I cannot think 
iiard lalior Is cxcesslv(^ and I am not 
])reiiared to reconi nii'nd tliat It should 
he reduced." 

I'he mania fi>r lii-inging libel suits 
against newspapers and obtaining 
damages is on the increase, another 
member of the "Soap Combine" hav- 
ing just brought suits against the 
Daily .Alail and allied pnbllcatioiia.

The ceilings aro white, 
with a little choice decoration In bas- 
relief.

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c^: A WAY OUT 

It has been said that to reopen the 
!j^\iestIon of tiixatlon ns a riuiilillcatlou 
'ior municipal voting will have a far- 
reaohlng effect. Wo do not ace why it 
lahould. The householdois; wiio weie 
• dlsquallfletl because they did not pay 
tlio $2 ronxl tax, would doubtless all 
have i)aid it if they had been asked 
to do so. It la perfectly ridiculous tt. 
•exempt from this tax a nuui v.lso is 
^capable of earning his living. We take 
the general positloj! that every man. 
•^vho makes a living in the community 
and enjoys tlio bencllt of municipal 
ifbvernment, ought to contribute to tho 
cost, and this no matter how old ho is. 
If thoie ate reasons why ho should be 
exempt, let him be exempted, but let 
him claim the exemption, and not 
make it apply automatically to per- 
sons who do not want it. Lot the law 
be changed to read that any roan over 
d certain age may claim exemption 
from the road tax. Whether he should 
1)0 asked to give his reasons for tho 
request Is a matter of opinion. For 
oui* part we suggest that a man over 
sixty-five should bo exempted as a 
matter of course, if ho wished to bo; 
but that under tliat age he should be 
asked to give ^onic reason. We aro 
not at all particular on this point, 
however; what we want is that the 
law sh-aU be changed .so that the ex- 
eniplio}! niu.'^t b(! claimed. Very few 
persons would claim It, and If any man 
did he might very properly be dis- 
franchised for the time being, unless 
for other roasons lie v.-as entitled to 
vote. Nothing can bo very much more 
absurd than to distiualify a man for 
not paying a -tax which he is not call- 
ed upon to pay, but would pay if ho 
were asked to. 



THE SKEENA RIVER DISTRICT 

Under tlio aljovc rajition Mr. J. C. 
Gwillim contributes au article to the 
Canadian Mining Journal. Ho says 
manyjthings which are already famll- 
lar ltb!; Colonist readers, but old things 
gain a new interest when regarded 
from a now point of view. Here is 
a descrii^tion of tlie voyage up tho 
coast which i.s viTy good: 

The joiirni'V from \'ancoii vcr to 
Port Kssington, or Princi.' Rupert, tako.s 
from forty to lil'ty liours. Tho triii 
is mail'' on any of the many boats 
now calling in on their way to more 
northern jiorts. It \fl a voyage without 
a. parallel in tho world — so shc-lturud 
from tho main Paeilic oci'an that tln'ro 
is seldom any seasickness. For lialf 
the way tho eastern slioros of Vaiieou- 
Ai>r i.sland aro followed quite closely, 
a scene of moinilains, green islands 
and glittering^ se;i.s, or arms of the' 
si a, in every direction. Even now this 
passage jiresents on almost continuous 
succession of sti^amboats, far apart, 
but in tho days to come, when this de- 
sirable land is peopled, and the fisher- 
ies, timber, farming lands, and mines 
are fully developed, there will be a 
sea -going tr.affle through these waters 
which may be greater than that of the 
Great Lakes at the present time. 

NPfirly all . this traffic at present 
passes through Seymour narrows, a 
channiel . that may some time he. 
bridged. Through this passage go all 
the Alaskan boats and fishing boats, 
also the new traffic between Prince 
Rupert and Vancouver. 

After passing Vancouver island the 
land and sea features change oensid- 
eraljly. There is the same intermix- 
ture of land nn.l w;ili i-, but the Irimi 
is more ijrecipit'.ii--, ;in(l is nlntlvcl 
with a less ,^;.ipriHi> U'^''' growtli. 
'I'lH're is a ;4^i-iii-ial ali.nnc.' of soil; 
thi' n.'ikfdiK.'ss of tin- hilly islands 
seems only clothed with mo.ss and 
sniiiller trees; the beiicli is a water- 
niaik nn ilie rock which dips steeply 
Into the sea, or a ragged reef-ribbed 
shallow. 

The writer's antlciiiations of future 
traffic are not at all eNaggerated, and 
the prosjieet of their reali'/.ation at an 
early ilas' lends foriM' tn the pressure 
being made to secure railway con- 
Htructlon to the north end of this Is- 
land. Mr. Gwllllm was much Im- 
pressed with the iiosltion of Ilazellon. 
Me says: 

Hazelton is hanlly llie cenire of a 
productive district; It Is more like the 
funnel entry to the I'ai'iflc eo:isl from 
a great Interior region full of jxi.s.sl- 
.biUtios In the agricultural and mining 
industrle.«i. 

From H.azelton one can go north - 
w.irds up the Ki.spyox and Skeena 
valleys and into that little known land 
tow.-iid;. the Yid;on; enstward.i one 
liuiulrerl miles to tlu- jilaeer eainps of 
Omenlcu; and he\ond It, to the north, 
are the new .Tngc^niea placers. .Si.iuth- 
eastwards is the. Hnllceley valley, on 
the route of the railway, iind further 
soiitii .and east the wide lielts of ,igrl- 
eultiire land In the Neehaco and other 
districts. 

('oneerning the mineral resources of 
the country he can, of course, only 
siie.ik in very goner.?.! terms, and lu' 
appreciate.'; the difficulty attending 
prospecting under existing conditions, 
which happny \Yniibe soon remedied. 
We,' quote:;'"^ : ' . ' 

Concorrilnff.'lho mineral resources, 
the distfldt; la one of "great distances, 
and not.y.ot much prospected except- 
ing a, few 'canii)s on the 'J'elkua river, 
whlcll 'llos. GO to so miles south of 
Hazelton. ' Althougli tlio district or 
region as a whole is much easiin- to 
get about In than Kooteiiay, it has 
only a few trails iind few inhabitants, 
all 01° wl'.em .are a long v.-ay from 
cheap and readj' supplies. Tbo, main 
discoveries so fur have been In the 
Bablno mountains, CO miles sViuth of 



Hazelton, and in the TcUcwa river 
basin, 00 to 80 or 90 miles south by 
trail from Hazelton^ Every pound of 
supplies Is packed in to these places 
which makes operation a costly and 
troublesome business. 

Of the agricultural capabilities ho 
says: 

It may bo said that tho valleys ap- 
pear eminently fULc-d for any crop 
where loaf or blade is chiefly reriuir- 
cd. Roots also do well. The natural 
vegetation Is a matter of astonish- 
ment and also,, sometimes, of vexa- 
tion. No frost Ihkd damaged anything 
at Hazelton on Sept. 10th' last, when 
we left. 

Elsewhere In his letter he speak.s of 
the great room there is for pro.-3poc- 
tors and settlers. Articles • p£ this 
kind are of very great value, because 
It cannot bo alleged ag;ilnst them that 
they came from an Interested source. 
They show that what we have been 
looking forward to as tlio future of 
New British Columbia Is certain to bo 
borne out by results. Encouraging as 
aro Mr. Gwllllin's remarks, It must 
be borne in mind that ho has appar- 
ently only been able to examine the 
borders of the groat land, which the 
construction of the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific Railway and tho development 
policy of tho Provincial government 
will, within a few \-oars, render ac- 
cessible to all the world. 



BELATED ANXIETY 

AVhen tho people of British Colum- 
bia were disturbed over the arrival of 
Hindus by the hundreds, our friends 
in the eastern jirovinces were very 
conipUieent. Now that all trouble has 
vanished these same friends are work- 
ing themselves up to quite a fever hej^t 
on the subject. Thus wo find the 
Kingston Standard saying: 

J^^ngland is reaping the fruits of her 
conciuests, and ^he is reaping them 
in some wholly un(;xpeeted ways. A 
striking evidence of this is i'li the 
trouble which they aro having in thu 
west with tho Hindus. Quito gener- 
ally there the desire Is that these 
Hindus should migrate from Canada 
to some other country — any other 
coimtry in fact: but the 'Hindus re- 
fuse to see It that -way and aro evi- 
dently determined to stay where they 
are. And one can very well under- 
.stand their position. They Isave seen 
the white man go into India and not 
only occupy their country but actu- 
ally take it from them and make it, 
as it were, part of the great British 
Empire of which Canada also is a 
part. If these men, tlutrefore, are citi 
zeris of the lilrnpire tliey are citizens 
no less In India than in Canada and 
manifestly If we are true Imperialists 
we must recognize them as fellow 
members of the same Empire and 
therefore as having the same rights. 
Such, at least, is the lin|)orlal idea, 
for if tlic wliite man may stay in In- 
dia wliy not iiie Hindu in Canada? 

But coming now to the ^lurely Can- 
adian Idea, the one Important fact in 
opposition to the Imperial idea is that 
this Is Canada and that Canada in its 
Internal government is a selC-govern- 
Ing country, and to that extetit at 
least is entitled to work oiit-^ts — own 
domestic problems as it may deem 
best, and this problem of wjietber or 
not these people or any other ''peoplu 
are desirable settlers to have in our 
midst is ))in-oly domestic. Evidently 
the West tliinks they are not — tliink's 
In fact that though they aro menibers 
of the same great Imperinl body they 
are nevertheli'ss not desirable from a 
purely < 'an.adl.-iii standpoint. Putting 
it plainly, it a I'ase where Imperial 
and Canadian interests seem to clasli 
and where as may be exjiected the 
sentimental ide'a Is suhnicrged In th.e 
in-aetical. That is to say, while Croat 
Britain has conquered these people 
and has made them as lier own we in 
Canada nevertheless are not willing 
to taki' them .at tlioir face value — .at 
tlie value put uiion tbeiii by the Ini- 
peri.il stam|). If lingland wants them 
England may have them; but appar- 
ently Canada docs not want them. 

All of which Is but Illustrative of 
one of the many problems which mu.st 
face the ardent Imperialist when Ins 
talks of a groat Imperial unity where 
tho Interests of the whole rather than 
of the Individual members of the bod . 
are considered. The point Is, wlil th ■ 
Imperial members sink their own in 
terests for the general Interests? The 
present case would suggest that thov 
will not. 

Gradually It will enter the minds or 
Eastern Canadians that the people of 
this Province know what they were 
talking about when they set their 
faces against Oriental Immigration. 
We have had some pretty hard things 
said about us. "Wo have hoen told 
that we are un-Chrlstl.'in, un-Brltish, 
un-everythlng else that is good, tiiat 
we have boon dominated Ijy labor agi- 
tators, fan.'iticH and all sorts of o))- 
jectionable people bocmse we do not 
want British Cohinibia fiverrun by Or- 
ientals. People are becoming wiser; 
they are beginning to realize that we 
w)io live on the skirmish lino between 
the Aryan and Turanian races aro 
able to ai)i)reelate the n;itiire of the 
inipending collisiou better lhan those 
to whom the Chinaman is a laundry- 
man and nothing more anil a Jap- 
anese only nn intorestln.g specimen of 
precocious t b in.a 1 i ly. T!y .'iiid live 
Ihr' ijositliin wliie-h Hrili.'di Columhla 
has been eonderuned for taking will bo 
the position that all Canada will take. 
We are not very sure as to how far 
wo can keep the Dominion a whiti 
man'.s counti'.v. In :iuy eviTit, hut W( 
think it worth while at least 
and do so.

It Is declared in Sngland that the 

real reason why Brazil Is building 
Dreadnoughts is because she wishes 
to be in a position to help the United 
States In a conflict with Germany. A 
London correspondent writes: "Bra- 
zil has for a long time viewed with 
suspicion tho increasing Teutonic 
colony within its borders. It is cstl- 
n)utod that fully 750,000 Germans aro 
a part of Brazil's population, and, ns 
one British commentator remarks, 
'They feci themselves a nation and, 
la the small morning hours after festi- 
vities, tliey may lie heard discussing 
with patriotic enthusiasm the possi- 
bility of forming again a part ot the 
old fatherland.' So much of this talk 
has been going on lately and so eager 
has the German government seemed 
for development of colonial power that 
Brazil Is reported -as having become 
very much afraid tho Kaiser Is plan- 
niii.g a Soatli .\merlean '.grab.' English- 
men declare the hulicutions justify 
this appreliensloii. 'J'lie llrazihan 
ships will be read.v for service in I'JIO. 
They will bo of the latest type, armed 
with 12-lnch guns and good for a 
speed of 21 knots an hour. Brazil is 
going to call them the Minas Coracs, 
tho Rio de Janeiro and tho Sao 
Paolo."

King iCdwanl Is, s.-iys London Tit- 
Bits, the ])OHsi'SKor <if a wonderful col- 
lection of walking sticks, among which 
the most remarkable, and jierhaps the 
most valuable, is the nearest approach 
extant to tho liorii ot llie unicorn, 
which appears in the royal arms. It is 
cut from ,th«! single horn of a white 
rhinoceros— a species now extinct, from 
which the heraldic unicorn Is supjiosod 
to have originated — und is unique as 
regards its length, which Is forty-two 
inches. It was given, more than forty 
years ago, by a Kaffir chief to Luuls 
Solomon, a South African pioneer, 
and, enclosed In a case of native bam- 
boo, was presented to the King when 
he opened the South African exhibition 
of I'JO". 

A gold-headed eane, having very 
dllTerent assochitlons, was offered by 
auction In London some years ago. Its 
Interest consisted In tlie circumstance 
that it h;id been wielded by crazed 
Lieut. Pate when he assaulted Queen 
Victoria, striking her with It and 
breaking her bonnet, on June 27, 1830, 
Pate was sentenced to ho Hogged, but, 
at the CJueen's desire, tills punishment 
was c(.immuted and hi.' was transported 
to Tasmania Instead, for seven yo.ars' 
])enal ser\itude. Jli- made a fortune 
after his release, and how tlie stick 
should ha\-i> eonie into tiie market is 
not known, l)ut it ai>pears to have been 
either withdraw!! before tho sale or to 
have been boiiKiil in at It.

In i-'ortieth avi.-nue, l.ietween Twenty- 
se\-enth and Twenty-eightii streets, "a 
row of eighteen new brick houses is 
being constructed. 'i'here Is not a 
fiont <-ntranee of an.v liind in the 
entire row.

Hundreds ah(.'ady ha\-e l.ieen complet- 
ed and now are oecui.ied l)y tenants' 
or owners, in a big southwestern 
tc'rritory between Twelfth street iind 
till' dniinage canal and between C';il- 
Ifornl.a avem.n: and I'"orty-slxth street 
the back do(jr houses are seen on ;il - 
most ev.-i-y street.

When one of tho owners of a front 
doorlesa house was asked why he pre- 
ferred tn live In a house in which lio 
is permitted to enter only from the 
rear ho said It was done to save room 
In the house and the cost o£ a front 
dooi. .Many of the people who live in 
this <-l.iss of dwellings aro paying for 
their Inunes on time. They claim In- 
terest Is loo high to pay for the luxury 
of u J'ront door and porcli. One man 
said he would not have a front docir 
la Ills house unle;;H he could h;iv(> ;i 
good on .', ami any degree id' jirelen- 
slon at all woutild cost him more 
thi.n he could afford to jiay. 

The whole matter is assuming .Mn('h 
lirojiortlons that the po.stal ollicials 
may bo compelled to make a ruling to 
cover the question u.s to how far ji 
carrier may be compelled to walk to 
reach the <uitranci' of a dwelling. 
There; is a. prospect that tho owners or 
tenants of such bullclln.gs may b(; vo- 
(|ulred to put uii boxes In the front 
where tlicy nuiy be calle.V when they 
hear Iht: whistle of Uncle .Sam's meis- 
sengor.

Sun's Rays Aided Bridgework. 

A groat engineering feat was accom- 
plished successfully at Sunderland, 
Eng., when the heaviest independent 
span for a bridge over the river Wear, 

was i:winj)leted. 

This lirUlge has two decks, the up- 
per carrying the Northeastern railway 
and the louer the public roadw;iy. 
'i'he ^veight is thri'c times that of tlie 
l-'orth bridgi! central girders. 

The builders, Sir \Vllllum Arrol & 
Co., of Glasgow, who had to construct 
the span In position without Interfer- 
ing with the river traffic, adopted the 
c;iiitlle\er principle iMubodied in ihe 
]''ortli bridge. Having completi'd the 
i:00-leiot spans forming the a|)proacli 
to the main rivi'r across of ;!54 feet 
tliey .set uj) at the ends of them .great 
towei-s wltn outstretched .arms, which 
on the oni' shle held the sliore spans 
for suiiporl and mi the other su])i)ort- 
ed till' girdirs of tile river span as 
they \\-ei'e eonsiriieted day after day 
from the end-! of the land spans. 

Till'.! tenipor.'U'y steel U'ork wirighed 
.S(JO tons, while the wel(;ht sujiiiorted 
iiy the arch was 2,(iOO l''in,'illy liie 
projecling ends of the great sjian met 
o\'er the river. 

Natural phenomena were important 
faelio'.;. Kvery det.ill of the work had 
been ili'sigiied with absidute iirecislon 
to insure accurate meeting when the 
ti miieruture was degrees. Ob- 

.'^er\'ali' ui.s :i]io\ved tlml the ranges of 
teiniierature in recent days c;iiised ex- 
Ijansioii and eon tract i. in of the metal 
to such an extent tliat the projecling 
ends rose and fell by nni'-h.'ilf to tjiree- 
(pi.'irters of an inch, while on hot 
(lays the ends moved laterally toward 
the .sun as much as one and a holf 
Inches. 

Provision was made so that l,f tho 
day wore abnormally hot or cold the 
whole structure could be tUtod or 
moved longitudinally, so that the ends 
would meet. 

Nature assisted in so far that al- 
though there was a cool southeast 
breeze tho sun at noon gave Suflicient 
warmth, tho thermometer showing 
about sixty degrees, and thus there 
was gradual expansion 'and the holes 
In the heavy connecting plates wore 
exactly In lino with tho corresponding 
holes In the ends of the girders. ^ 

Willing workers soon put in a groat 
nrray of holts, and later substituted 
rlvertcrs and, thus fho two projecting 
brnekotH becnmij a complete unit. '

: value of Fresh Air," whlcli cannot 
■ have too wlrto a circulation: 

Some of tho most Indiiontial jour- 
nalists and many prominent medical 
men arc drawing- the attention of tho 
public to tho valuo of .frcsli air in 
ihome and meeting house. Tho iieople 
of this conllnont need tlio advice. AVo 
;are too timid of the, open window; too 
jmuoh afraid,o£ a draft C'anada.is even 
more ;.ln ;«€edPot< the .advice than- th'e 
United States, becauBo our colder win- 
ter weather has a window-closing: ef- 
fect which It ly hard to light against. 

Tho St. Jlary's Journal has taken up 
tho subject under tho heading-, "Ven- 
tilate tlie Churches," taking as it.s text 
tho words of Dr. AVooda Hutchinson, 
that "open air, whether hot, cold, wet, 
dry, windy, or still, is our best friend, 
and liouse air our deadliest enemy." It 
publiahcs tiio opinlon.s of the local doc- 
ttors. Dr. Knox points out tliat tho 
(amount of oxygen used by an indi- 
vidual Is twenty-flvM ounces, anu the 
amount of food' twenty-flve to thirty 
ounces. Therefore oxygen ia as valua- 
ble as food. The amount of air be- 
fouled by each of us in an hour is two 
thousand quarts, which gives .some 
idea of how much fresh air is ronulred 
every hour in a house containing from 
three to -ten people. Dr. Brown says 
that wo pay too mueli attention to 
iirchitecturu and furnlKhin.;,'s and too 
little to good ventilation In churclics, 
schools aud houses. Too often, tho 
cold air is taken from tho lloor or 
lower part of tlie room, or even from 
the (Cellar, conaiictod to' the furnace, 
(heated and sent •up into the room 
again.-- The cold air shouia bo taken 
from outside only. Dr^-'Stahley quotes 
from a sanitary inspector In Chicago, 
Who said: "The air in most of the 
Chicago churches will send people to 
heaven quicker than any of the 
preaching they listen to." Ho sets the 
standard of reiiulrement for cacli in- 
dividual at 3,000 cubic IVct of fre.sh air 
per hour. Jlost cliurches require a 
•change of air every live minutes. This 
ds certainly valuable material which 
ithe editor of the Journal has gathered 
.together for the people of St. Mary's. 
> Most ol the common "colds" to 
"w-mch Canadians are so subject Is due 
to their living In super-heated and 111- 
ventllated buildings. Much of the 
prevalence of tuberculosis is due to the 
same cause. Sleeping ixjoms should 
have an open window all night. The 
v.-riter lias for many years slept in a 
room which is never heated from one 
year's end to another, exceiU such heat 
as enters from a hallway. The window 
is open always when the room Is oc- 
,oupled. In winter-time, heavy bed- 
:;dlng supplies sulHciont warmth, even 
jin the coldest weather. His only regret 
'Is that he.dld not learn these methods 
fearller In life.

Tramping it in Africa 
; Tramping it in the wilds of Jlasho- 
Jialnnd. Africa, with an almost empty 
pockctbook and witli very little knowl- 
edge, of tho road, would not strike the 
luxuriant slecper-rldlng tramp of this 
country as a very attractive pITase of 
tho wander-lust. A young English law- 
yer, however, recently finding himself 
out of employment In this Wild country, 
managed to extract a good deal of ro- 
mance out of the situation, and writes 
thus in the New York Post of one of 
his adventures: 

"It take such a travel in sucli a

. Superb phraseology of "the shadow of 
rti great rocli In a weary land:" I had 
v.come to understand why tho tlrst duty 
to travelling guests was to batho their 
feet.

I was too exliuusteil to be surprlsinl, ' 

• (but sat under the tree wat(.-lilng them! 
As often happens in thues of danger, 
I felt a most,dlspa.sKioiiato Intere.^t in 
this tramp under the tr.-e, 1 wondered 
whether they would kill blrn at once 
or put out his eye.s, cover him with 
wild honey, and bury lilm In an aiit 
hill, .as they had done during the re- 
bellion. 

When they were some thirty yards 
distant tlio assjigais went back behind 
their ears simul taneousl v, a!"l then 
came whizzing througli the air. "A 
poor aim," I thouglit, for they buried 
themselves in tho ground fully ten 
y.urd8 away. But instantly some guin- 
ea fowl got up out of tlio grass and 
the curs bounded forward.

He lias a sleek head of black hair, 
heavily fringed eyebrows, queer little 
side wliiskers, and a tlilclc moustaciie. 
He rather belle.s his reputation as one 
of the keenest of :noi!ern scientists, 
but there is no mistaking lilm wiien he 
begins to speak. He fixes his eye- 
glasses on his nose, leans forward 
slightly, and then in a long low stream 
of perfect English, contained in beauti- 
fully modelled sentences, tells his 
story. On his word hangs tlie fate 
of many men, but It Is rarely doubted, 
for he has studied the secrets of Na-

from indhect trade via tho United 
Kingdom has affected particular trades, 
but has not apparently altered tho gen- 
eral proportions. Great Britain lias 
ceased to be the chief external market 
for the produce of India. Tho propor- 
tion of that trade 'has fallen in twenty 
years from 3S% to 27 per cent., whllo 
tlio iiroportion of foreign countries-^ 
chicily Germany, France and the Uni- 
ted states— has increased from 38^4 to 
5!;^ per cent. The share Which is at- 
tributed to liritisii iiossesslons has fall- 
en from L"J to IS per cent. 

From a detaili'd survey of Indian Im- 
ports It appears that Lancashire cotton 
still holds a predominant ])osUlon, 
though foreign cottons, especially Ger- 
man, have made substantial progress In 
the Indian market, (Cotton piece goods 
and manufactures f(H-m almost ono- 
lialf • of the Inilian Imjiorts from the 
United Kingdom, and this proportion 
has been fairly constant liuriug tho 
lasi two decades. Ahnesl tlie wliole of 
the Indian Inijiorts of cotton nianu- 
factures consists of ]i\vui: goods, the 
value being .C 2;),7:iG,O00 out of ,C:23,- 
130,000, and of tlu" piece goods nil but 
;G.S2S,000 are Imported from tho Fulled 
Kingdom. Of other cotton manufac- 
tures tho largest iiroportion Is foredgn 
£740,000 o»t of £1,307,000, Among 
tho foreign countries Germany has 
made the most headway in the supjily 
of cottdn" mantifacturcs to tho Indian 
market. Since 1886-6 her Increase lia.s 
been from £8,000 to 331,000 in 190G-7 
In goods other than cottons there has 
been an increased Indian importation 
In twenty years has gone to tho Uni- 
ted Kingdom and £14,500,000 to other 
countries. These goods include ivool- 
lens. apparel, silks, machinery, rail- 
way plant and rolling stock. Iron and 
steel, liardwaro and cutlery, , china, 
glass, paper and chemicals and drugs. 
Linens are divided In the Indian flg- 
pres into canvas and piece goods, and 
both these trades are clilolly In the 
hands of tho United Kingdom. The 
imports v/f eciiivai" goods Increased from 
£ 55,000 to, £70,000 In twenty years, 
and of linen piece goods from £24,000 
to £30,000, making £112.(1J0 last year. 
Tho British olhclal returns show a 
larger linen trade with India than 
that disclosed In these lignres. In last 
year's Board of Trade rolurus the 
exports to India are— piece goods, 
plain, £80,400; sailcloth. £3S,700; I 
other manufactures, £30,300; making 
In all £107, .100. Tho British returns 
show n much Larger trade t)ian the 
Indian figures, but tho discrepancy Is 
probably duo In a largo mc.a.^u re to 
tho rc-exportatlon of linens from In- 
dia to other Eastern countries. Jla- 
chlnery Is the lar.gost item In tho 
group of metal, imports. The trade 
has increased from £705,000 in l,s,S5-G 
to £3,860,000 In 1000-7. The value of 
railway plant and rolling stock im- 
ported by India In 1006-7 was £2,-72,- 
000. A conslderablo trade Is also don'o 
in wrought iron, steel, and hardware 
and cutlery. 

With regard to the export trade, it is 
pointed out In tho report that the raw 
jute exports have increased 814 million 
cwt. Ia twenty years, and of this in- 
crease Great Britain received about 5>4 
million, France 1%, Germany 3V6. Aus- 
tria and the United States orie- 
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Illogral Hunting.

third of a million. In Jute manufac- 
tures In.Iia now supplies three-fourths 
of the United Kingdom and ono-four.th 

of the total imports of tho United 
State's. India al.so suiiplles Australia 
with almost ;ill tJio jute- m;inuf;icturo 
it needs. Indian raw cotton is i-xjiorted 
In large quantities to Japan, Geruianv. 
Belgiuui, Italy .and France.- Lanca- 
shire uses less Indian cotton and more 
t'nlted .States cotton than formerly. 
Tills is jiartly Ijecauso of the unsuii- 
abllity of Indian C(jtton for the hlglier 
counts of yarns mainly spun in Lan- 
cashire, and iiartly because of tlie ]ire- 
ferenco slinwn by llie ojiora lives for 
A.merican cotton. The Unitcni Htates 
has dlsjilaced the United Kingdom as 
the prlnciiial m:irket for Judian raw 
hides and skins, anil the e.^ijort trade 
In indigo has almost disaiipeared. Wllh 
regard to tho Indian e.\port tr.-ide in 
foodstuffs, G<u-nuiny is now the largest 
Kurupcan market for Indian rice, 
whereas twenty years ago the whole 
rice export was returned as sent to the 
I'nited IClngdom, \'arious projjosals 
liave been in,-uli-' reganling the ])lacc 
which India should occupy In any sys- 
tem of Imperial preference, and oil 
the basis of tlio trade of last year the 
proportion of trade affected by those 
proposals %vould rango trom 11 to 51 
per cent of the total Imports from 
India. Last year India exported to 
foreign countries in Europe and to 
the United States about £<16,600,0b0 
-worth of merchandise, which consisted 
almost entirely of raw materials for 
manufactures, for the most part i^d- 
niltted free of duty, and also of food- 
stuffs. Any tariff retaliation upon In- 
dian products by foreign countries 
would Involve in present conditions 
the taxation by those foreign countries 
of raw materials which are necessary 
for their own manufacturc.o. Tho In- 
dian industries are still in tho Initial 
stage, a fact which should be borne in 
mind when discussing this (piestion. 
Tho day must come when the trade 
of India will bu enormous, and men 
of foresight are an.vlous to make such 
arrangimients now as will give ICng- 
land ratlKU- 'than fondgn countries the 
chief sliare in that Increased business. 
It Is not enough to Intve the iirejum- 
dcratlng share of the tradi! now; wo 
must try and niaiiUaln or (.ve;; 1:; :re,-iso 
our hold on India. Imperial pref jrenco 
would benefit India and bcnollt {he 
wholo Empire.

FOR WATERPROOF ROADS. 

English Authority. Approves Tar as 
Binding Material for Stone 

In an article summing up tlio 
work of tho International Roads Con- 
gress held In Paris, a contributor of 
Nature, the leading Englsh scientlflo 
weekly says: 

"On a matter of common Interest — 
that Is, the substitution of tar or bitu- 
minous binding material in place of 
tho water hitherto u-^ed to consoUdato 
and hold together the road material, 
and which Is conveniently dealt with 
under the French name of 'gouilron- 
nage," the congress pi-ai-t ically gave an 
unanimous answer. This was to tlu^ 
el't'ect that if goudronnage be properly 
e;irrled out; if the- tar or similar ma- 
terial bo cliosen with reasonable caro 
to avoid inatter soluble in v;atcr, such 
as aminonlac.-il liquor remaining mixed 
In the tar .so that it eau.be subsc- 
fiuentlv washed out by the rain or 
dried out In tho form of crystals whlcli 
might afterwards form on . irritating 
dust; if the tar he put on In the cor- 
r(!ct quantity, and this quantity tho 
smallest required to hold the Indivi- 
dual stones of the rood metal Ilrmly 
In position so that they never roll or 
move in relation to one .anotiier, and 
their upper surfaces are allowed to 
wear themselves bare of tar, it Is not 
a dllllcult matter to obtain, nt quite a 
moderate oxiicnse, a waterproof road 
which will not do any daniugo to vege- 
tation, which will be practically dust- 
less If It b-o swept at reasonable inter- 
vals from horse droppings or dust 
lilowii upon It from-the adjoining land, 
and whiidi need not be slippery, eitlier 
to horse or to automobile tratllc, whe- 
ther the surface tie wet or dry. 

"It appears oertain also tliat by so 
dealing with the roadway.^ their wear 
can bo so greatly reduced that tho an- 
nual cost of upkeep of roads so treats 
cd will be considerably less than the 
cost of the exl.-^llng water-bound roads, 
of which so much of tho material is 
lost by being blown away as dust In 
summer or washed away In mud In 
winter. 

"There can tao no doubt that all en- 
glneer.3, English and Continental, are 
nt one on his Important question, and 
this In spite of tlio fast that many 
paragraph.'', obviously Inspired by those 
who wish to recommend other binding 
materials, were widely circulated in 
the journals during the jirogres.s of the 
congress. It had been roundly a.^sert- 
ed that tar was a palliative, but that 
on the whole Its defects were -greater 
than Its advantairi'S. Tliose who were 
present at the congress luiew that this 
is an Incorrect statement; that such 
damage as has occurred to trees and 
vegetation, or Inconvenience to pas- 
sengers, such as Irritation of tho eyes 
and throat, which followed on tho 
early applications of tar to tlio French 
roiids' durliig the Grand Prix race, was 
duo to well understood causes, that Is 
to say, to tho use of crudn tar iind 
It.^ application to a i-oad surf.ice wlilch 
liad already broken up. both which 
r.-iulls the congress unanimously con- 
demned. 

"It may be liere remarked that ow- 
ing to tlie cautiousness, and hence the 
reucence, of some of the most import- 
ant of ICngland, which now possesses 
the greatest lengths of carefully 
water-proofed roada, of anv country 
In tho world, was not put forward 
so much as might havo been tho case. 

-"It was, interesting to converse with 
American engineers, who, on account 
of the Importanco' of road develop- 
ment In America, are studying this 
question ver.v closely, and to hoar from 
them how much more they could learn 
by visiting our Hngllsh roads than 
niiywhero In France, at any rate near 
tho capital."

interesting Discussion in International 
Congi'ess at Paris. 

The Paris correspondent of the Lon- 
don Ktandard, writing of the Interna- 
thmal Road Congress, says: 

The motorist members of tlio con- 
gress were somewhat alarmed at pro- 
posals made by M. Salles, chief en- 
gineer of the Ministry of Roads, and 
M. Scholgevlch, secretary of a society 
for protection against motor cars, 
namely, that tho system of motor car 
liuildlng should be changed, and that 
new legislation should Impose frosli 
restrictions on the car. The Marquis 
of Dion, however, opposed these by 
declaring that any regulations roatrlc 
Ing an Industry that was In a state of 
Iiermanent transforiiiallon would be ;: 
negation of all progress, and M 
Hchelkevich's motion against antl- 
derapants was referred to the next 
congress. 

Some very strllting figures and con 
elusions aro given by INI. Girardault 
In an tirtielo in the Revue do Paris, 
which deserves the careful study of all 
who are interested in tho problem of 
the road. He says that at the be- 
ginning of the l.-ist century the roads 
of France were in Kucii a condition 
that it required three: horses to do 
the work now effected by two. Con- 
sequently, if tlic ro.ads were still in 
the sa'nie state, or were to relapse into 
it, there would be an increase of mo- 
tive power rocjulred. As the result 
of tlio improvonieiit there Is now an 
economy of about a halfpenny a ton 
per kilometre (1,003 yards), , and on 
the total tralilc of 0,000,000,000 of tons 
that now uses the roads, a total eco- 
nomy of £111,000,000. Consequently, 
if tho .CS.IGO.OUO ai>-iuaily spent on 
the ujikeep of tho roads slnqily served 
to prcvtMit detijrioratlon, It would bo 
iuiipl.v justillcd. Ii;, owing to tlio neg- 
ligence of those in charge or the In- 
EUfliciency of funds, the trallic capa- 
city of the road sy.stem were to lose 
one-tenth of its value, which is not 
extreme for a liigliroad, the public 
iTioncy would bo Ulmlnlshed in one 
year by .ti 2,400,000 at least, and this 
would be felt by tho increase In the 
jirlce of provisions carried. Therefore 
It may fairly bo said that neglect of 
the roads is equivalent to raising the 
cost of wine, vegetables, clothing, 
dwellings, etc., without anybody pro- 
II ting. 

Tills remarkable article goes on to 
consider tho structure of the modern 
road und Its evolution, after which 
tho autlior examines the two principal 
causes of destruction, namely, speed 
and weight. It has been observed 
after motor races that the action of 
tho tyro is the same as that of vigor- 
ous sweepings. The road is laid bare. 
Its joints arc opened, and loose stones 
are detaclicd from their beds with 
tho slightest effort. The binding mat- 
ter, formed of water and detritus, is 
no longer there, and the road is at the 
mercy of any segregating factor. This 
Is explained very clearly at some 
length to be duo to the form of the 
tyro — namely, the covering of circular 
rings, which make up a surface that is 
not exactly applicable to the sur- 
face of tho road. The tyre envelope 
cannot unite with tho road any more 
than an orange can be flat on n table 
as It rolls. The tyre has to ll;itton it- 
self aomewliat, ;vnd In crushing itself 
down to the road small lines are per- 
petually produced that gradually wear 
awa.v the surface of tho i-oad, and 
when it has been thus tiled by the in- 
dlarubbcr, the tyre, bo to speak, seizes 
ami bites it In tho eH'ort of propul- 
sion, and every cum of tlic wlieel 
timds to tlirow lieliind it the material 
of the road. The big stones resist, 
Init the gravel and dust give way, and 
llnally are swept av.-ay !;y the wind 
geiu'i-ated by the motor car in its 
course, 'i'lie .■uitldei-a.pauts (,inly ag- 
gr.-ivale this evil by increasing tlio bit- 
ing iiowers of tho tyre.

BANANA TRADE HEAVY 

AT ATLANTIC PORTS 



Shipments to Baltimore Alone Work in 
Neighborhood of Six Million 
Dollars Yearly 



EiTort.s have bi:'un niiido b.\' .1. W. 
Morris oC this city and others to work 
up a trade In bananas from Mexico. 
AVhat the possibilities of this trade 
are, with tlio Increnao of population in 
British Columbia la Illustrated by tho 
great doveloplnent of tho Baltlmoro 
banana trade. 

Tho banana business of Baltimore, 
which twenty or twenty-Iivo years ago 
was practically an unknown quantity. 
Is today one of tho greatest trades oC 
the port, being worth from $5,000,000 
to $ti, 000,000 yearly, wltli every pro.s- 
poct of a material increase. Tho 
United Fruit Conii"'any, tlu; large.st 
concern In tiio trade, have securrd one 
whole side of Jlunlelpal i)lor No. 1, a 
space 800 feet by 50 feet and have an- 
nounced their plans for sreatly In- 
creaslns: their business. The United 
Fruit company now has building In 
Great Britain half a dozen 5,000-ton 
.steanicr.s of tlie latest type, with re- 
frigerating appliances, and those new 
ships will be placed 011 tho New York, 
Boston, PliUadelphia and New Orleans 
divisions, and the large steamers now 
on those, routes would be sent to the 
Baltimore division. 

There are about eighteen steamers 
that ply rcgula.'-ly betwe(;n Jamaica 
and Baltimoi'e, each bringing from 
20,000 to 25,000 bunches on each trip. 
iE.\copt when tjiej-e is unusual weather 
at sea, when schedules are knocked 
galley west, the arrivals average six 
a week, representing receipts of about 
200,000 bunches. While a great deal 
of tlio fruit i.s sent Inland by rail in 
cars loaded on barges jilong.iido tlie 
ship.s, the loeal con.su nii't Ion l.-j enor- 
mous. Tlu: banana Is a staple wltli 
Baitiniorcans and It 1k .safe to .suy that 
one-fourth of the total recidiits are de- 
posed of by Italian vendor.s. Up to 
a few year.s ago liananas were sold by 
tho bunch, but now the fruit is snlil 
by the pound. Thoro was an interest- 
ing fight between tho Importers and 
the vendors, at tho time which resulted 
In bananas being: sold at remarkably 
low prices. The "war" soon ended, 
however, nnd now "da banan" is sold 
as S.'^ sugar and coffee. Tho unloadmg 
of a banana steamer Ig an Interesting 
sight. Hundred.s of vendors gather at 
the pier when the shlj) is coming nnd 
as soon as .she 1.-, made fast they cham- 
ber up the side and station themselves 
along tho rail.

The entry of the North German 
Lloyd company into tlu; trans-Pacillc 
trade will give tiu' c;:alirornia sliliipers 
and Importurs anotiier connection with 
tho United Kingdom and continent, by 
reason of the connecting lines of the 
German company and the llaniburg- 
Amerlcan line, with wlilch It has a 
working agreeiiKiU. Docks are Ijtlng 
built in readln(\ss for the eslabllshinent 
of the ser\'ico in S;in Francisco liarljor. 

The Kan Francisco Chronicle says: 
"That the steainshli)S wlilch will bring 
Oriental freight to the Western i^a- 
cllic will lly the North German Lloyd 
Hag is neither denied nor afllrnied by 
tho agent of the company here. 

"I know nothing about It olllclally," 
Ilobert Cappell said, and ho added that 
what information he had acquired 
from non-olllclal sources was not for 
publication at the present time. 

"Among the rumors which have been 
current for tlic last two days had been 
one tiiat it was the International Mer- 
cantile Jlarine, better known as tlu; 
Klilp Trust, wliieh would start a lino 
from San Francisco in conjunction with 
the now railroad. When this was 
suggested to Cai)poll lio said: 

"I hardly think that they would be 
in a ijositloii to put on steamers from 
here to China, as they have no connec- 
tion there. AVlth us it is dilterent, as 
wo have a line through the Suez canal, 
and to the Straits Settlements, and this 
business Is well established." 

It has been known for some time 
that the North Gerniari Lloyd liad been 
making preliminary preparations to 
I)laee a line of Us steamships in oper- 
ation from European ports to San 
l^raneisco on the opening of the Pan- 
ama canal, and it was commented that 
with tile lino from here to tho Orient, 
in conjunction with tho AVestcrn Pa- 
clllc freight trallie, the German com- 
pany would bo In aVarticularly .strong 
jiositlon with a complete service cir- 
cling the globe. 

Tlu! entry of this company into tho 
Paclllc would be • of great significance 
in the development of the commerce 
between tho Orionf and tho Paeillo 
coast. A similar t-oiinoclioii Is to be 
made In the north, according to the 
recent announcement of the Cunard 
coinpan.v that on the completion of tho 
Grand Trunk to the Paclllc coast it 
would C3tal)li3li a line of its steam- 
ships from tho Western terminal of the 
road to China port.s. 

That it is the North German Lloyd, 
and not the I-Iamburg-Amerlean, which 
will ojierato the lino from San Fran- 
cisco in conjunction with the Western 
Pacific is ill agreement with a compact 
between the two Gorman corniianles 
which signed on the 1st of this 

year, under which tho Hamburg-Am- 
erican company withdrew from tho 
passenger service to the Far East in 
conjunction with tho Suez service, and 
lioth companies agreed to worlt in uni- 
son on all the Important lines of their 
service.

PARALYTIC'S GREAT WORK. 

Translated Bible Into One of Dialects 
of Chinese.

The extraordinary course followed 
by a pin embedded In .a iiinn's body 
was doHcribed at 11, Pnddingtnn Inquest 
saye tlie Stanilard oC Empire.

Peru's Remarkable Progress. 

Peru began Its period of prepar- 
.Ttlon for the Boot era and for Panama 
long years back. Tlie period may be 
said to hevo commenced in the early 
seventies of tho last century, wdujii 
Henry Meiggs, out of the guano pro- 
fits, built the ■cnglncoring wonder.s 
known as tho Central and Southern 
railways from the coast over the Andes. 
Thoro Avas further preparations when, 
after tho last revolution in 1895, llio 
aspirations to secure political stability 
were supplemented by a determined 
and fiuccessful effort to maintain 
monetary stability. Peru Was placed 
on tho gold basin under the Presidency 
of General Plerola. 

Then the business infiuonce made 
Itself felt In administration and In 
policies. The Initial American invest- 
ment In the Corro do Pasco district, 
which, including the mines, tho siiiel- 
ter and tho railway, now approximates 
$20,000,000 of actual expenditure, was 
made In this period. The tendency to 
reoognizo the civil as distinct from 
tho military elements In the Govern- 
ments was emphasl-zed when, in 1003, 
Miguel Candamo, who had been for 
many years president of tho Lima 
Chamber of Comnierco, wa.s elected 
President of the republic. Ho begiiii 
his administration with various meas- 
ures of a business character tending 
both to encourage local development 
and to invito foreign capital. One of 
the measures which he urged on Con- 
gress ani-1 which was p;issed was that 
for the creation of a permanent and 
exclusive railway fund. President 
Candamo died within a year after his 
Inauguration, and, though a period of 
political uncertainty followed, thoro 
was no "upset." Jose Pnrdo, who 
had been Minister of Foreign Re- 
lation, succeeded him. Senor Pardo 
was a member of ono of the strong 
families of Peru, with several brothers 
prominent In business affairs and ho 
himself a sugar planter. Under his 
administration further American cap- 
ital has gone Into Peruvian mines In- 
cluding $3,000,000 in the Rio Blanco 
smelter. The Irritating dispute be- 
tween the Government and the Peru- 
vian. GojTporat Ion of London, . which 
had 1 'taken over the state railways 
under a fifty-five 1 years' lease In lieu 
of tho national debt, was settled, and 
the lilstruBt Of English . capital recard- 
ing Peru as a field for Investment was 
removed. . ■ i

The woidd, in Its modern trend, 
reiiulres a man of si)lrit, of lofty alms 
aiul earnest ambition, witli belbd' In 
self to do things better than they have 
been done. This is the spirit that 
gives us our great inventors and the 
men who mtike the wdieels turn around 
as they have never turned before. 

.Morye by nietms of the telegraph 
Hashes thought from continent to 
continent. ICdison then stepped in aiul 
girdled the earth with electricity. 
Marconi went hlin one better by h:ir- 
lu-ssing the waves of ether to his will 
and won. Wright has conqtiered the 
air with his aeroplane. 

.Such men are men of conceit, but 
coiicell in the right direction. They 
bellevo in theniseh'es, in the power to 
accomplish. It Is such as they wdio 
make things go; they l;ee|) moving ,all 
the time, are never content unless 
cliiiddng higher and higher to loftier 
iditds. 

Hats off to tile diirlng souls wdlo 
scorn to walk In the old ruts, who 
carve out iiew jitiths for themselveri 
ami leave theni inuad and open for 
ollier.s to lollow in their footsteiis.

Care of Milk. 

The riiiled St.-des ilovernmetit lias 
is.'^iicd the rollowiiig circular on Ihi! 
cure of milk In the home. The author 
Is (loo. Whit.aker. 

( ■|e;inllni ss and cold are essential In 
having wdK.'lesoiiie milk. .Alilk ab.-'orbs 
IniptirUles whenevef it is exposed to 
the filr or placed In uncletin vesscds. 
The amount or degree of this contam- 
ination depends on the. cleanliness of 
the iilr and the utensils; even the air, 
of uKo-called clean room contains somo 
Impurities. The biiclorlii which got 
Into milk from the air or vessels In- 
ciea.se rapidly as long as llio mlllt 
renin Ins warm — M de^. lA or above; 



they are dormant,>or Increase slowly 
at lower tcriiporatures. 

CleanllncKs and cold arc Imperativt^ 
if one woiilil have good milk, although 
If It Is conHunied .->o soon after pro- 
duction thiit the bacteria In it do not 
have time to Increase much — say two 
or three hours — the lmportance of cold 
Is lessoned. ,r . . 

If the producer and detiler JiavQ. dojio 
their duty, there Is dally left at' the 
consumer'.s door a bottle of clean. cold 
luiiiuulterated nillk, It may then be- 
come unlit for foodi especially for 
tables, by Improper treatment (1) in 
placlhg It In unclean vessels, (2) In 
exposing it ',,utiti>cessarlly "to tlio ,alr. 
In failure to keep It cool up to the 
time of using It. 

The above expression, "a bottle of 
cleat, , cold, unadulterated milk," Is 
used because' the best Wiiy of deliver- 
ing milk Is in bottles. Dli)plng milk 
fioni large' cans tmd pouring it into 
customer's receptticles on the street — 
with till the incident exposure to air — 
not iilwaya the cleanest — Is biul prac- 
tice. Drawing milk from the faucet 
of a iTjtallera can is almost as bad 
as dipping milk; for though the milk 
may bo exposed to the street air a 
little loss than by the dipping process, 
It is not kept thoroughly mixed and 
some customers will receive less than 
their proportion of cream. 

It situated so that it is Impossible 
t.i set bidtled milk, do not set out 
over night an unco\ i red \-essel to col- 
lect thousands oi' bacteria from street 
dust iietore uillk is put into it. Have 
the milk delivered iiersoiuilly to some 
memld'r of the I'anilly if possible; if 
not, set out ii bowl covered with a 
idate. Of, better still, ust' a glass pre- 
ser\diig jar In whicli nothing but milk 
Is put; u.;e the jars with glass tops, 
but omit the rubber bands. 

Take the milk Into the house soon 
tifter delivery, particularly in hot 
weather. Sometimes milk delivered as 
early as 4 a. m. remains out of doors 
until 9 or 10 o'clot' . This Is wrong 
If It Is Inconvenient to receive the 
milk iis soon as It Is delivered, provide 
a shidli'red place in which the milk- 
man can Iciive It. Never allow the 
sun to sb.inu for any length of time 
on the bottle of milk. 

Put the milk In tin; refrigerator on 
recehdng it tind keep it there on ice 
when not using from it, .Milk cannot 
be properly kept williout ice. 

Keep niUk In the orlgimil bottle un- 
til needed for ininiedliite consumption; 
do not pour it in a bowl or pitcher 
for storage; do not put back into the 
bottle milk which ha^ been exposed to 
the air. 

Keep the bottle covered with a 

paper cap or tin Inverted tumbler as 
long as milk is In It and when not 
actuiilly potiring from It; after open- 
ing the bottle and removing a part 
of the milk do not leave the bottle 
uncovered. 

Milk deterlonites by exposure to the 
air of ptmtry, kitchen or nursery. Do 
not exijose uncovered milk In a refrig- 
erator containing fond of any kind, not 
to mention strong smelling foods like 
lish, cabbage, or onions. An excellent 
way of serving milk on the table, from 
the sanitary standpoint. Is in the 
original bottle; a$ all events pour out 
only what will be "consumed at one 
meal. ... , « ,r ■. 

When -milk is i^c^vcd tin a hovvl in- 
.stoad of d botllo. observe'the spirit of 
the above paragraphs. Keep the bowl 
covered; ujs dlrectea fo'p the bottle. Ex 
Iioso uncovered milk to tlio air of any 
room as little as possible. Do not ex 
posy It at till In a refrigerator. 

Keep the refrigerator clean and 
sweet. Personally Inspect It at least 
onco a week. See that the- outlet for 
melted ice is kept open and that the 
siiace under the ice rack is clean. The 
place where food is kept should be 
.'a aided e\ ery wc.-l; witli sal-soda solu- 
tion; a sin/;le drop of .spilled milk or 
ii small ptutlcle of other neglected 
food will contaminate a refrigerater 
In a few days. 

As soon as a milk bottle is empty, 
rinse It in lukewaiin water until It ap- 
ix iirs clear and ;;et it bottom side up 
to drain. Do not use it for any other 
inirpose tb.ui hcliling milk. Never re- 
lorn tilthy Ij.'Ulc:;,

Do you know how to walk eh-ganl- 
ly? Here are the directions as tran.s- 
lilted from a French authority on eti- 
quette. When you go out to walk make 
up your mind where you want' to go 
and go there. 

Don't loiter its you walk or zlgz:ag 
across the pavement. 

How i)leus;intly to your frieiuls, but 
do not stop to ttilk. 

Jf you must stop to eonvorso uj)on 
the sldewaili step a little to one side, 
so as not to obstruct tho way of other 
pedestrians, .Stand out of the middle 
of tho thoroughfare. 

When walking don't stop and tin-n 
around. 

Don't crane your neck by gazing 
backward. If you must look back, try 
to invent some excuse for doing so, 
Hut do not deliberately twist your neck 
and gaze backward.

The 
woniiin who swings lier arms and 
walks with long .steps may bo ;dl right 
In a cross-country walking contest, 
but she Is not beautiful In the street. 

i:)on't we.ar jewels on your dally 
walk. 1'hi'y olfer temptation to the 
Iioor wretch who has nothing, and, at 
the .same time, they are worn manl- 
fi'stly for display. Keep your Jewels 
for other occasionH. 

Do not dress your hair conspicuous- 
l.\ in the street. Hair that is dressed 
ed loudly Is left for certain women to 
wear. 

AVhen widking, it with a comjitmion, 
do not talk loudl\-. It sounds vulg.ar, 
•■mil, besides, It is dangerous. It in- 
f'lrms the world at large of \our busi- 
ness. And It often happens that things 
are overheard that would not bear 
overhearing. 

Don't walk with jingling chtdns and 
loud bangles. It liavors tui^ much of 
barbaric spleiulot^ir, the dangling, clat- 
tering, swinging gold and sliver. 

Don't walk lame. XIne women out 
of ten do not realize that ihey limii, 
yet they do. It is it matter of shoe 
leather. Walk sqiutrely and neatly. 
Practice it at homo. 

Walk erect; don't loll, don't drag 
yotirself along and don't swing your 
fjhoulders. Nothing Is more disagree- 
able to the eye than the walker who 
jerks her shoulders from one .'side to 
side as slu^ walks. 

Don't walk with a bend. If you do- 
sire the Grecian bond, let your dress- 
niiiker arrange it for you. But don't 
walk bent double. There Is nothing 
pretty about such a walk. 

Walk wdth your chin up, the higher 
the better. It gives you u bigger out- 
look upon the world and is prpttier. 
Don't let your chin sag. It shows lack 
of dignity. 

\Valk hopefully, ,not as though you 
weriB on the way to the executioner. 

Don't walk with a laugh upon your 
face, you may be thinking of some- 
thing pleasant that happened last 
night. But banish the laugh from 
your mouth. It Invites the loafer and 
it does not took becoming. You can 
just as well cultivate a sedate, charm- 
ing, refined and ladylike expression. 

Be elegant In your small details as 
j olt walk. Don't wear bad gloves for 
your walking expeditions, and don't 
wear bad shoes of all things. 

Walk tho right way. Don't walk 
against tho thoroughfare. Keep to 
your own side of the street.

The peanut 
habit Is Impossible among well-bred 
women. Yot one does see nli — the jiea- 
nuts, tho candy and tho gum. 

Don't, wdicii yon arc walking, make 
audible renuirks about those 'whom 
you meet. 

The walk'er who cannot kei'p her 
self-poise Is not an elej^ant iiersou. 
Tile well possessed woman, the wom.'in 
who has traveled the world tearfg olv 
who has tnivelcfl and who knows the 
world will wait before crossing, .-iiid.

Anglo- 
Welsh match v,;is a vindication of liie 
four tlir-.e-iptarter sysle'iii. 'i'iiat niatcli 
could hot re;isonably be taken as vin- 
dication of any system, Inil I certainly 
tliink the old inetluui would be more 
adoiHed to the i)lavers In this province. 
Knougli has been said on the evils of 
the wing- forward. ;ind I shall not oi)en 
tiiat subject. Tiie New Jiealand forma- 
tion as practiced liere Is simjiiy no for- 
mation al all. 

In conclusion, I might say that 
straightforward criticism of Individual 
players, and in general, Instead of 
glowing eulogies, would greatly tend to 
the Improvement 'Of 'the game In Van-

Harbor improvement worlt in Japan 
is being much retarded by lack of 
funds owing to tho unfortunate econo- 
mic situation in the land of the chrys- 
anthemum. Osalta lias a big harbor 
project to keep pace with Iho march 
of progress, but funds are too low to 
allow of its coniplotion. Osaka is in 
tho opinion of the recent visitor to be 
tlic greatest of the Japanese ports. 
C.\pt. Robert Dollar, head oC tho Dollar 
Steii-fnshlp company, aome of the 
larger steamers of wliich are register- 
ed at Victorin, who has been visiting 
Japan, writes: "Osal;a has built a 
good breakwater. taking ground 
enough to make a very large harbor, 
but it all rcciuircs to be dredged out, 
and wliilc they are working at It, it 
is on a very small scale on account of 
tho lack of money. The taxation is so 
liigh that they are using economy in 
everything, and work is cut down all 
along the lino. It is most unfortunate 
that sucli an important and neces.sary 
work should lag. There is water 
enough for a few sliips of deep draft. 
There is no reason wliy Osaka should 
not eclipse and take all the trade from 
Kobe (20 miles distant), as Osaka is 
where the raw material is destined. 
They bought over thirty million dol- 
lars' worth of raw cqtton last year. 
Tho manufactured articles are 'ship- 
ped put principally to China, but a good 
deal goes- to our country. So Osaka 
should and will be the principal sea- 
port of Japan In time. They are well 
situated to handle freight. The whole 
City is a series of canals, and the light- 
er goes direct from or to tho factory 
and warehouse, two men moving 100 
tons by polling the boats as tasy as 
one ton can be moved in our city, and 
the hundred tons will bo moved at 
half the cost we can move our one ton. 
It occurred to mo wliat a pity it is 
that our channel creek has not been 
extended and an outlet to the bay made 
near the Union .Iron Works, thereby 
giving us great facilities for ware- 
housing and handling freight. It looks 
to be Ji great disadvantase in tlie 
Orient that our big steamers have no 
wharves to go to, but when we con- 
sider the fjuick dispatch we got from 
the multitude of lighters which come 
alongside, and thvii wlien we consider 
that those lighters tal\o tho freigiit 
right to whore it is wanted wltliout 
handling, it Is easy to see the great 
advantage this system has over dis- 
charging at a wiiarf and having to 
haul at heavy expense everything from 
there to the factory or warehouse. 
Tills city is a groat hive of industry, 
and when we consider that tho very 
highest paid mechanic only gets 7uc 
gold a day and girls from 10c up to 
25c It is no wonder that they arc able 
to work up an enormous trade, and 
they will hold it, too. To bo sure, 
since ten years ago wages have 
doubled, but they can still take a fur- 
ther jump before thoy come In com- 
petition with our high paid labor. So 
td compete we must look to branches 
of manufacturing where labor docs not 
count much, but where machinery 
takes the place of labor. Then again 
the Japanese are in every country In 
tho world looking for Improved ma- 
chinery and ways of bctttirlng their 
manufacturing. So it is not an easy 
matter to foresee what changes are go- 
ing to take place. One tiiinn; that is 
grinding down Japan is tho terrible 
taxes they arc groaning under to pay 
their war debt interest. It is certainly 
a terrible load they ,aro staggering 
under. Tills lins raised tho price of 
living they claim 100 ])i,'r cent, in tho 
•Ijast two ycfirs. I^o^\•cvor, tho poor 
people got on with very little rice and 
fish, a little calico, wooden shoes and 
bare headed, so the.v get on with very 
very little. Jlost of the good rice Is 
exported, and Inferior and clu'aii rico 
is imported. They are paying great 
attention to education. I notioo many 
largo schools built since my lust visit, 
and as education is compulsory, all tho 
young generation is In school, and a 
very large number are learning Eng- 
lish." 

At Kobe tho rotrenrhmoiit of gov- 
cnnnont e.xponditun: has also had the 
efCoot of further postponing tho com- 
pletion of harbor works. The fur- 
ther postponement is for two years, 
making the total lengtlj of time cov- 
ered by tho operations threq years 
longer than o^lginillly' estimated, as 
one' year was added during tho term 
of the Saionjl cabinet. By the new 
arrangement th« works are to bo com- 
pleted in ten years, instead of seven 
years ' as at flrst proposed. As the 
result of tho postponement, the shan;

Connecting Services of Blue 
Funnel Lines Open Terri- 
tory to iVIerchants 



The Nippon Yusen Kalsha, whicii 
held its semi-annual meeting a lew 
days before the lOmpress of China 
sailed, declared a dividend of 12 per 
cent, although business was much 
smaller than during the previous half 
year. During tho term tho company 
cal l led 1,380,000 Cud tons of goods and 
100,000 odd passengers, with a licet 
consisting of 70 company vessels (2(iG,- 
UOO tons), U commissioned ships (S5,000 
ions) and a few chartered ships, the 
total distance run reacliing l,ii70,000 
nautical miles. Tho domestic coast 
line had very dull business owing to 
continued*inactlvity of trade. The in- 
activity of goods transportation In all 
districts was such as liad never jire- 
viuusly been experienced In the sum- 
mer season, the decrease being consjii- 
cuous in the case of Hokkaido espe- 
cially. Ill consequence, four linex's liad 
to discontinue running during tlio term 
being unable to obtain cargo. On the 
East Asiatic lines, the import of Japa- 
nese goods to Chineso ports was very 
inactive, being affected by tho silver 
slump, and tlie export of Chinese goods 
was likewise diininlsiiod. Cargoes to 
and from Tientsin showed a remarka- 
ble decrease, while Siianghai liners, 
also carried only small cargoes, though 
not so small as the Tientsin boats. 
During tho term, in addition to tho re 
gular liners, three steamers were tem- 
porarily run on this line, and tho new 
liner Kamo Maru and two other steam- 
ers were added to the service for con- 
veyance of foreign goods for Chemul- 
po, Dairen and Hokkaido. The cargo 
on tho American line was very scarce 
as a result of tho economic inactivity 
In America and Japan and the Ci.lncso 
boycott against Japanese goods, tlio 
bad effect being specially marked on 
return voyages. IMany of tho liners 
carried only four or live hundred tons 
of goods on their liomo voyage. With 
the Australian line, the outward voy- 
age had good business owing to the ac- 
tive competition of direct export of 
Japanese goods, but the reverse was 
tho case on the home voyages as a re- 
sult of economic stagnancy in Japan. 
Cargo tp and.from Hongkong, tho in- 
termediate port of the line, showing 
almost unprecedented inactivity in con- 
Bequenco'i of i'tho^.boycott of Japanese 
vessels.,. On .tho.j3ombay.line, exports 
froni J'apanr showed" continued stag- 
nancy, while those from Hongkong and 
Singapore were somewhat increased. 
Though raw cotton, which is tho most 
Important item of the cargo on this 
line for the home voyage, decreased 
greatly, the line carried a largo quan- 
tity of cotton yarn from Bombay to 
Hongkong and Shanghai. On the whole 
the line carried as much cargo as in on 
average year. As to passengers, trav- 
ellers by the domestic coast linos and 
the East Asiatic lines were rather 
scarce, while the Australian and Am- 
erican lines sliowcd a remarkable de- 
crease in tho number of tlilrd-class 
jiasscngers from Japan. However, the 
European line continued to do a very 
favorable business In this rcspeot, so 
that, on the whole, the earnings on 
these linos showed an increase of 50 
per cent in the total sum of passengers 
and a decrease of 20 per cent in the 
total sum of passenger Income. Tho 
company managed, however, to effect 
conslderaljle economies in all expendi- 
ture. By tills means and owdng to a 
fall in tho price of coal tlio company 
was able to maintain a good balance. 

The financial depression since last 
year greatly affected shipping business 
In general, so that it wus reduced to a 
very deplorable condition and much 
anxiety was entertained about tho re- 
sult of our business for the term just 
ended. It is gratifying, therefore, tiiat 
we are able to declare a divi<Iond of 12 
per cent. In England more than .'iOO 
vessels are at present reported to bo 
lying idle, being unable to get any 
cargo, while a gr<'at sti>aniship coni- 
rian.v HI Oorniany can not declare any 
dividend for the term. Our coninany 
was able to net a comparatively good 
profit in spite of the fact that our 
gross earnings were less this term tlian 
In tho previous half year. That was 
entirely owing to the timely measures 
adopted by tho company In closing s.^v- 
cral branches, dimlnisliing the numocr 
of clerks and employees and careful 
management of our liners. The econ- 
omical depression and the presidential 
camiiaign In America had also a seri- 
ous effect on the sliipping business not 
only of Japan but also of tho wdiolo 
world. As to China, tho slump in sil- 
ver, the boycott In tho south and tho 
recent court anilctlon In Pekin have 
greatly affected lier trade with this 
country, and consetiuontly have proved 
no small drawback to shipping business 
in this part of the world. Agjiin, the 
restriction of Japanese emigration to 
Canada and tho United States has add- 
ed to the stagnation in shipping Imsl- 
noss. In short, without a revlv;il in 
tho business world no recovery of ship- 
ping business may bo expected. 



Tho stoamor Titan, of tho Blue 
Funnel line, 'is due tomorrow from 
Liverpool and ports of tho far east 
with an average amount of cargo 
for this port. The Titan Is one 
of the newer typos of tho well known 
Blue Funnel licet, comprised of tho 
amalgamated Ocean and China Mutual 
Steam Navigation companies' steam- 
ers, sixty in all, with a gross registered 
tonnage of 325,340 tons. 

Tho territory opened to tho British 
Columbia merchant by the connections 
of tho Blue Funnel steamers Is a vast 
one owing to tlio many connecting 
linos In which tho Holt lleei is ( 
gaged. Outward bound the steamers 
call at Amsterdam, Antwerp and Lon- 
don, before starting around the world, 
and homeward, connection Is made at 
Hongkong with the North Australian 
service. Cargo shipped for Cairns, 
Thursday island. Port Darwin and 
other ports of North Australia, Is 
transhipped at Hongkong, and cargo 
for ■\Vest Australia and Java is trans- 
shipped at .Singapore. By arrange- 
ment with tho North Gorman Lloyd's 
Orient lino Slam is also opened to 
merchants pf Victoria. Cargo brought 
to Hongkong by the steamers Cliowtal 
Pongtong and Kohsichang from Bang- 
kok connected with tho Titan on De- 
cember 3rd at Hongkong. By arrange- 
ment with tho Indo-Chlna Steam 
Navigation company and the Apear 
line the markets of India are also 
available. Connecting with the Titan 
at Hongkong on December Urd were 
the steamers Kumsang, of the Indo- 
Chlna Steam Navigation company, and 
the Apcar, of the Apcar line, 
while two of the Apcar steamers aro 
to connect with tho Cyclops on De- 
cember 31 at Hongkong. These aro 
but few of tlio ramifications of tho 
services of the big British Steamship 
company, which covers tho greater 
part of the world beyond tho Pacific 
In its scope. 

Steamers of the company leave Liv- 
erpool every few days, often two In 
one day, those proceeding to Victoria 
sailing about once a month. A weekly 
service is given between Liverpool 
and China and Japan. On the same day 
that tho Titan left Liverpool on Octo- 
ber 17 the steamer Dardanus, also of 
the Blue Funnel line, sailed for Port 
Swcttenhani, named after the governor 
of Sarawak, Sliangliai, X.^gasakl, Kobe 
and Yokohama, and between the sail- 
ing of tho Titan for Victoria and tho 
Cyclops which followed her on No- 
vember 14 there were six other sail- 
ings of Blue li'unnt^l steamers for tho 
Orient. The Dardanus did not call at 
Ilonglcong, having carRO for Inter- 
mediary poiWs and Japanese ports. 
Seven days later, on October 24 tho 
Astyana left for Hongkong, Nagasaki, 
Kobe and Yokohama, and on the same 
day the Teonkai sailed for Shanghai 
direct. A week later two other 
steamers sailed, tho Telemachus for 
Straits Settlements, Shanghai and Ja- 
pan, and the Menolaus for Hongkong, 
Keelung, Dalny, Chemulpo and Fusnn, 
both leaving the same day. On No- 
vember 7th the new Theseus .sailed 
for tho Straits, Hongkong, Shanghai 
and Japan, and the new Poleus, of 
which Capt. Barwisfl, formerly of tho 
Teucer, Is master, sailed on tho samo 
day as tho Cyclops left for Victoria on 
November 11.

SEN'SATIOIMAL VOYAGE 

OF JUNK WHANGHO 



Tho Chinese Vessel is Continuing Her 
Passage From Thursday Island 
to Galveston 



Advices from Australia state that 
the Wh.'uigo, the Chineao war junk 
whicli put Into Thursday Island in 
distress. Is continuing hor voyage to 
Galveston. The story connected with 
her is little short of sensational, for 
the facts ascertained and narrated bo- 
low show that since April, 1008, she 
has twice crossed the Paclflc ocean, 
and must be tho only vessel of her 
size and kind that has ever done so, 
or ever may do so- 

It was on April 19, 1006, that she 
left Shanghai, and elghty-flve days 
later arrived at San Pedro, California. 
In Itself, this Is a feat out of the or- 
dinary. She had been purchased at 
Shanghai for purely show purposes; 
and some difficulty was encountered 
with the Chineso authorities before 
thoy would lot the ves.sel leave on her 
voyape. She bus b<,'('a advertised as 
of the age- of ilO year;;; and she Is 
built of timber.s of .a very valualilo 
kind. She Is 121 feet long, 2-i feet 
lieain, and has a draft of from to S 
foot, her tonnage being 78 net, but this 
Is no true indication of lii'r roominess. 
Hit frames apii(.>ar to he all of cani- 
pliorwood; hf.'i' inast.s .are of Forniosan 
mahogany. There were three masts in 
Iier when she left Shanghai, but In a 
c.vclono on tho American coast one 
went by the board-^and It has not been 
reiilacod. She has a line, roomy cabin 
aft, fitted with furniture even yet gr;ind 
being of .'I darlc wood, like ebony, beau- 
tifully inlaid with motlior-of-pearl and 
!vor.v, with marble tops to tables, and 
i-.he like to backs of settee, chairs, etc., 
while the framework oC the cabin Is 
carved and gilded with the most gro- 
tesque dragon work; the whole provid- 
ing a chamber lit for the admiral of a 
navy. Picture.'! of the craft show her 
with iron muzzle-loading' cannon, 
smooth bored; at present those aro dis- 
mounted and aro lying on deck, iiie 
wooden carriages, etc., bol:>g stowed 
away below. She has an armoury of 
weapons belonging to tho days of hand- 
to-hand encounters, boarding grapnels, 
iilkes, tridents and many others of ter- 
rible utility in such hind of lighting. 
When on show, there are a' numbep of 
other articles displayed— starving 
cages, drdwntng basliete,fbleBdIag ta- 
bles, and' so' on, with which the. Chi- 
nese pirate catchersi amused them- 
selves. Capt. Wilms started off. In- 
tending to round Cape Horn. Bad 
weather forty-two days out, broke her 
helm. The mishap meant, however, 
the abiindonment of the Cajie Horn 
route, and Capt. 'Wilms found his way 
to i'Newcastle bay without any chart 
beyond nn ordinary school atlas. He

Resolution Passed at San Franoisco 
Favors Aid for United States 
Shipping 

The Harbor Commissioners of San 
Francisco iiavo placed tiieii'isulvea on 
record emphatically favoring tho 
granting of a ship subsidy by llio 
United States Government. The reso- 
lution says: In our view this subsidy 
should cross-ocean vessels oi at least 
three classes, viz: 

1. Swift llnors of 20 knots or up- 
wards, which win not only attract 
American and foreign travel to Amer- 
ican lines, but will create a fleet of 
fast steamships, both on tlie Atlantic 
and the Pacllic oceans, which can bo 
readily converted into scout slilps, 
transports and ruixillary cruisers for 
the national defence in case of need, 

2. Freight or "tramp" steamers of 
not less than a given tonnage, thus 
providing American carriers for Amer- 
ican goods, so that our. commerce will 
not be compelled to sock foreign marts 
through tho agencies Cif our competi- 
tors In trade; alsR^lbringlng into exist- 
ence a great number' of vessels that 
could bo used as supply ships, colliers, 
ammunition shIpS, etc.," in case of 
naval warfare. 

3. Sailing vessels of a given ton- 
nage that would afford to the Ameri- 
can shipper tho facilities for the 
economical transportation of his "slow 
freigiit" to foreign markets In friendly 
bottoms; also, that would be tho means 
of educating a vast number of 
American sailors for' service with out 
naval forces In time of war. 

We think it was well said that "If 
wa are ever to have an clllclent trans- 
portation service to the world's great 
neutral markets, wo must establish it 
ourselves and maintain and operate it 
beneath the American flag and in 
American interests." 

As wo view it, tho matter of a ship 
subsidy Is one of the two missing links 
in the chain of the great American 
doctrine of protection. Our manufac- 
turing. Industrial, and agricultural in- 
terests aro protected from the com- 
petition of the cheaj! production of 
foreign countries, an,d to tho extent 
that this production j'asslsts to main- 
tain tho price of lajjpr and stimulates. 
Jhdustr.v, to that i^.slcnt labor is also 
protected; but the measure of jirotcc- 
tion afforded to labor will never be 
just or adequate, In comparison with 
that enjoyed by capitalized industry, 
until the American laborers, as such. 
Is given protection from tho cheap 
foreign laborer who comes to this 
country to compete with him — to force 
him to compete with a cheap trana- 
l)lanled foreign civilization, or quit his 
job. 

So with the question of a ship sub- 
sidy — It Is merely supplying a link In 
the chain of jirotection to American 
industry and labor that continually 
makes for our progress and prosperity 
as a nation. 

Without this measure of protection 
to American shipping, our merchant 
marine has been almost entirely driven 
from the sea, our shipbuilding indus- 
tries have almost disappeared, and our 
ocean commerce has been placed at 
tho tender mercies Of our competitors. 
Wo believe that with an adequate ship 
subsidy our shipbuilding Industries 
would revive, vast aVenues of labor 
would bo opened, our conim.orce would 
be marvolously exi)anded, and the 
means of national defence would be 
increased beyond measure.

"During Novomber, 1907, tho Imper- 
ial Japanese salllnB- ship Satsuma 
Maru was foundered near Yakutat 
Bay, Alaska territory, through high 
winds and raging waves. Her crow, 
numbering about twenty, was obliged 
to find shelter on a glacier near by. 
Exposed to snow and cold and with 
almost exhausted pi-ovlslons, hor mas- 
ter, together with seven fellow sailors, 
attomptod on the eighth of February, 
jl908, to cross the bay in a small boat 
and to reach tho opposito shore In tlio 
face of death. Tho steamer Jeanle, 
which happened to pass' tho vicinity, 
recognized their helpless condition and 
hor captain; ;ld&dinisf. his .•cr6w.:dnd re- 
gardless of his 'own''datiBer,-Bdcoeeded 
after a desperate ■struggle, In rescuing 
six out of those eight' sailors, 'includ- 
ing the master. Subsequently the cap- 
tain Informed tho Japanese consul at 
Seattle of tho need of succor, thereby 
expodlating tho rescue of tho other 
sailors left on tlio glacloi". 

"Accordingly a •scarlet ribboned 
badge proscribed by tho imperial or- 
der of tho seventh December, 18S1, is 
hereby conferred 'on hitn to manifest 
his virtues. Dated sixth November, 
190S." 

Tho act for which the modal was 
given was the rescue of Capt. Fujil 
and others, marooned from the wrecked 
Satsuma Maru, wrecked several 
months before. Tho fishing vessel was 
Avrccked November 5, 1907. Later a 
revenue cutter was sent to the rescue 
and" all were saved wltli the exception 
of two or throe who liad been drowned. 
After camping at the toot of the glacier 
for nearly three months, enduring bit- 
ter cold and facing •starvation, tho 
shipwrecked crew managed to build 
a sampan and on February 2, 
nine of them reached Yakutat, eighteen 
miles away. For days they had hoped 
to cross the bay, but It was too rough. 
Throe days after thoy reached Yakutat 
the Jeanio called. Capt. McGllUvray 
at once started for Malasplna glacier, 
towing tho sampan behind; • In the 
face of heavy weather tho Jeanie 
stood off ashore while tho sampan and 
the steamer's* litoboftt' attempted to 
put ashore. The lifeboat could not ap 
preach close, but tho seven sailoi-s 
risked their lives. Tho craft was over 
turned In tho heavy surf Three of the 
occupants were rescued by tho men 
In tho lifeboat and taken aboard the 
Jeanie, whore only by extreme meas 
urea wore they brought to life. 

Tho weather showing no sign's ol: 
moderating, Capt. McGillivray deemed 
It expedient to leave and to send as 
sistanco to those remaining on shore. 
Consequently the matter was reported 
as quickly as possible with the result 
that tho government sent a cutter 
without delay. 

Capt. McGlllivray's promptness in 
going to the rescue, his efforts to take 
off the marooned men, tho dangers ho 
underwent In handling his vessel in 
so dangerous a position, and tho al- 
acrity with which he reported tho 
plight of those left behind are the 
services for Which he has been hon- 
ored.

Bulgaria's Czar Assisted 
His Mother in Early 
Days 



The present ruler of BulBarIa Is one 
of the many men who owe uhnost every- 
I thing to a clvver mother, I'rliicesH Clem- 
I entiiu" of liourbon, <laugliter Louis 
Philippe, King of France, ^vas one of 
tlio ablest diplomatists in Europe and 
c.xecedln«Iy ^vealthy. 

She not only made her .""n Prince of 
Bulyarhi Init .sustained Idni on the 
throne, whun wltliout her heip his fall 
wa.s certain, and .siie saved jiim from 
txeonimunlcatlon by the Popc when hla 
heir was baptized Into the Groejc church. 
All of the ability of the Bourbons 
seemed to centre in this remarkable 
woman. 

King Ferdinand I.. «'lio being a 
Prince of tlie House of riaXO-Cobur,v and 
Ootliu i.s a near kinsman "f King JOd- 
ward VII., will be 4S In February. In 
person ho Is a liandsomo, soldierly man, 
bearded and always well groomed. 

Ho Is Hot only an earnest student, 
with a special leaning toward botany 
and ornitlioloiry, but also a '"an of high- 
ly cultivated taste. He, is credited with 
a much greater prfforenco for the Identi- 
flcati-on of rare plants thftn " for the 
study of an enemy's lino of battle. 

He has made a complete .study of the 
difficult language and the history of 
his people and is a great stickler for 
the ceremonies ol? his little court. In 
fact the ostentation of thfi Bulgarian 
court, where more farmnllt'es oxlat than 
even In Vienna or St. Petersburg, caused 
much annoyiuice among all dass-'S in the 
e:irly years of his relpcn, but it had in 
the end the effect that was doubth'ss 
intended, for it imiiressisl tliP Llulgarians 
with a sense of their own national im 
porlaiiec and did mueli to strengthen 
tlii> movement in favor of independence 

b'lM-dinand hail a pretty uphill fl^ht 
as a ruler, for !t was only in the lenth 
yi'ar of his reign that lie wu,^ formally 
recognized bv the Powcr.s a.s the Icgltl- 
mat(> Prlnee'of Bulgaria. Uls frequent 
Journews to the capitals of J.^uropo in- 
volved .sueh (..^iiensc and l<el>t him away 
from Sophia ko much that for a time his 
popularity among own pi.oplu suf- 

£e7-,.(l. 

It was .said openly that Prime Mln- 
I.st.r Staiiibuloff was the rui,.,- and he 
a mere figiireiusul and that IiIk ahsence.s 
from linlgaria were due t" a dread of 
a.s.'-asslnation. Plots against 1,11,1 v,-ere 
fri(iui;nt. but they were s-'l un.success- 
ful, notably the military consplracv of 
v.iileh Major Panltza was the moving 
spirit. 

It was not until ho took the reins 
from (be haiid.s of Stainbn'of f, who was 
destined to become the victim of an 
assassin a little later, that his strength 
of character and his fearlessness wore 
fiiily recognized.

iCobc, Dec. The cat Is at present 
as popular In Japan 'as rats are un- 
l)()pular. Tiio latter, as the propasutors 
oC dlsea.se, are huntod and killed witli 
tlio utmost vigor and with reienticss 
eiierg.v. HiUiorto tlie Japanese 5iave 
regarded rats, according to popular 
Kuper.stition, as tlie messengers of tiio 
God of Weaitii, and as such tlie rodents 
have been, despite their niischlevou.s 
habits, treated witli a certain amount 
of resijeel and consideration. Cats, on 
tlie other hand, have been excluded 
from many a household owing to their 
cunning disiiositlon and unsoclablo 
nature. Since the outbreak o£. plague 
in this country some years ago, and 
more ospoclaiiy since the reoom- 
mondation of Dr. Koch to keep cats in 
order to effect the destruction of vats, 
the popularity of this domestic animal 
has grown at a tremendous rate. 
About a month ago, wlien tiio Metro- 
IMilit.nii PolU'e carried out an investiga- 
tion as to tlie number of cats domest- 
icated in Tolcyo, the feline population 
was returned .at Ifi.OOO head, but it in 
reported that tlio number lia.'j increas- 
ed to :iO,000 owing to the wholesale 
lmi)ortatlon of eats into the metro|)olis. 
where a good jirice Is offered for them. 
Tokyo now boast.s a society which 
alm.s at the nuprovemont of tho breed 
of tho domestic cat, and competitive 
shows of cats combined with rat- 
catchlng tournaments are to bo held 
from time to -.time under the auspices 
of the society. 

Dr. Iriye, a well-known veterinary 
surgeon, alluding to tho history of 
tho domestic oat In Japan, .says that it 
was llrst brought to tills country from 
India with the Introduclion of Budd- 
hism. In tile Indian monasteries it 
it was the custom to keep cats from 
the earliest times in order to prevent 
ilaniage to boolts and manuscripts 
from vermin. Cats, unlike dogs, are 
unsociable, and instances of tholr at- 
tachment to man are, fewer than in the 
case of dogs. Tliey frequently evince 
great attachment to places to which 
they liavo been accustomed, however. 
Many cases arc recorded of cats re- 
maintns In houses after their masters 
have removed elsewhere. $ome auth- 
orities attribute this trait to tho 
hereditary Instinct of the cat trans- 
mitted from Its ancestors who lived 
in lairs. 

Continuing Dr. Iriye .says tliat there 
is not much {lifference between the 
Japanese and European cats. The only 
notable variation is that the former 
has a sliort tall, while the latter has a 
long one. Originally the Japanese cat 
had a long tali, but owing to the super- 
stition that a long-tailed cut would 
become possessed of an evil disposi- 
tion, It was cut short, and the short- 
tailed cat has become the .^apenesc 
species as the result of artificial celac- 
tion. As a rat-catcher tho Japanese Is 
superior to the European cat. The 
latter, as a rule, is more well fed and 
well eared for th.tn the other, with

llio result that Its rat-catching pro- 
pensities have greatly diminished. If 
tho long tail had been relaiiicd in tlio 
Japanese cat it would have proved a 
bettor rat-catcher. Tho tails of all 
animals arc employed as iin indis- 
pensable weapon of defence. AVlien 
animals aro lighting they move their 
itUls Incessantly so .as to becopie 
aware by the Behae'qf touoh^of a' pos- 
sible attack from the rear. If tho 
Japanese cat possessed a long tail like 
tho European variety It would bo en- 
abled better lo concentrate Its energy 
against its enemy in an encounter 
and therefor(^ would prove a more elll- 
cient rat-eatclun' than it is now. 

Regarding the origin of cat.s and 
tiieir habits the following will bo read 
wltli interest:— "The origin of tho cat, 
like that of many other aniinal.s, is so 
obscure as to have become a matter 
of more or less probable conjecture. 
Reference Is mode to the animal in 
Sanskrit writings 2,000 years, old, and 
still more ancient records of 'It arc to 
be found in- the monumental ttguros 
and cat niinnnilea of Egypt. The lat- 
ter, according to Dr. Blalnvllle, belong 
to three distinct species, two of which 
are said to bo .still found, both wild 
and doincsticateil, in certain parts of 
Kgypt. The gidvcd cat of Nuljia, 
which has also been preserved as a 
mummy, approaelies uio.sl nearl.v in 
size, and in the tapering form of tlie 
tall, to the domestic cat, but Pro- 
fessor Owen has shown that tliere are 
certain peculiarities In the dentition 
of this species, .sullieleiitly pronounc- 
ed to invalidate its claim" to be con- 
sidered tho ancestor of tho domestic 
variety. Tho dlfllculty of recognising 
the cat's ancestor In any single wild 
species has led many naturalists to 
tho conclusion that foils domestlca Is 
the product of many siiecies com- 
mingled, and u'hateN'iT value may bo 
attached to this \lew, there is sulli- 
cienl evidence to sliow that domestic 
cats in different parts of the world 
have developed a variety of niodillea- 
tloris under the inllm'nce of frequent 
crossing with such wild species as 
exist In tliose uart.s. Tiif cat liuK never 
evinced that (li'\'oliun lu man \vliich 
characterizes the ilog, tlioiigh many 
individual cases of felin,. attachment 
might bo (luoted. it becomes, however, 
strongly attached to particular locali- 
ties and will llnd Its way back from 
tile moat distant points although con- 
voyed thither under cover. How It Is 
enabled to perform such feats has 
long puzzled naturalists, and no theory 
that has yot been advanced seems 
adequately to meet the case. It has 
been contended by Dr. A. R. "Wallace 
that a cat which is being conveyed to 
a distance iiliiiilfold retains It.s sense 
of smell 111 full e.xercise, and will by 
this means ttike m^te of the hucccssIvo 
odours it encounters on the way; that 
these impressions leave on Its mind a 
series of Images as distinct as those 
we should receive by the sense of 
sight, and that the recurrence of these 
odours in their jiroper lnver.se order — 
every house, ditch. Held and village 
having its own well-marked In- 
dividuality — would make It an easy 
matter for tb.e animal In question to 
follow tho Identical route hack, how- 
ever many turnings and cross roads It 
may have followed." 



TROUBLE IN BALKANS 
IS mjEl OVER 

Austro-Servian Situalion. Still 
Causes Uneasiness in 
Europe 



Vienna, Dec. 25. — The European 
situation as viewed hero remains pre- 
carious, and the Austro-Servlan situ- 
ation in particular is seriously strain- 
ed. Though the opinion Is gaining 
ground that warlike complications are 
not to be expected before the end of 
the winter, there is no dccre.a.se of the 
irritation that net in when the Crown 
Prince of l^ervla started for Russia. 
The explanation tliat the Tzar's 
object In iv.c •^i'-'nic tlie (;rown 
Prince was 10 give him good advice 
and to enjoin prudence upon tho Ser- 
vian government was accepted, even 
in exalted ijuartcrs here, witli some 
degree of scepticism, a scepticism 
which the gpeeoh made by the Crowh 
Prince upon his return to Belgrade bas 
not only not removed, but has tended 
to aggravate. Tlic consideration that, 
in spite of Russian counsels of wl.s- 
di.on. King Peler'.s fiery son could not 
well belli: the jiart be played before 
starting Is not acceptc'd In the dual 
monarehy as an extenuating clrcum- 
st.-iiiee of Rrent validity. 

Diplomatic attention is now turned 
chlelly towards the iirojio.sed confer- 
ence and the jirospects of its meeting. 
Austria-Hunga.-y hiis not yi't replied 
to the Russian note enilaidyliig tin.' 
programme, nor are there Indications 
that a reply will speedily bo sent. The 
programme sketched In M. Isvolsky's 
note Is not identical with the draft 
,\ngla- Russian programme published 
in London, and tlu're seems reason lo 
lielieve tliiit in ."nme iiolnts its word- 
ing Is so Kcni'riii as lo re<iulre mucli 
elucidation and di'llnltion of terms be- 
for(> Its acceptance can lie seriously 
contemplated by the .-Viistro- 1 lun- 
garlan Foreign (.llllce. liniiortaiit 
i|uestlons of prlnclpl,- nri' regarded 
at being at stake, and llaron von .Mcli- 
renthal is thoiiglu lo diislrc assur- 
ances In this res]iecl befm-e he can 
approach the more concrete Is.sues. 

In these circumstances great Inte- 
rest attached to tho meeting between 
the German Emperor and the Kmperor 
Francis Joseph at Schonbrunn. Read- 
ing between the lines, It becomes more 
evident as each day passes that 
Austro-Hungary will take no buck 
steps as regards tho annexation of 
l3osnia and Herzegovina.
